It 
is difficult to tell from the mysterious a.d or:cular tone adopted 
whether “the crisis” is to be a product of Japanese mauipula- 
tion, or of an act of premeditated hostility 01 the part of the 
European Powers ; for talking of “the dire:tion of operations,’ 

the writer observes :—"‘ The Su-o-na-da—:r Inlaid Sea—has 
more supporters than the conjectures which point elsewhere. 
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To open that silent highway to the argesiés ef the world will, 
require a suitable fleet and adjungtg, far Yokohama must be 
taken care of too—there being sevetal families, ladies and chil- 
dren ; and if their male protectors, and -the non-benediote like- 
wise, have to protect the place, why business, which under any 
circumstances would at such a time languish, would become 
perfectly stagnant. The necessapy flect is, however, gradually 
being made up; silently from one quarter or another ships 
drop in, and it ie openly known that American, Dutch, .and 
. French men-of-war are looked for daily.” 

That the Tycoon, or any of his rival Daimios, would join a 
European attack on Tsiosiu, the Commercial Vews holds to be a 
misapprebension of the circumstances, remarking :—“ Few 
things would more surprise us than such a combination of 
native and foreign forces to assault the territory of one of the 
most powerful princes of the empire, and we emphatically 
repudiate such visionary projects as entirely chimerical. We 
war, at all events we advise, all foreigners not to listen to 
such ereations of the brain: their hope and vantage ground 
lies in their troops and their gallant ships, the invincible spirit 
the indomitable courage of the West.” : 
‘6 The Tycoon has returned to Yedo. from a lengthened stay at 
Kioto. The steamers Yangtze, Jinkee, and Cunda-morra were 
in waiting for him at Uraga. The Tycoon’s flag was on the 
Yangtze, aud the Jinkee was deep with his luggage. 

The steamer Stork, which had been lying in harbour for 
some time, had been sold to the Japanese for $70,0V0, and 
part of the money had been paid. There was a report tbat 
the Elgin also had been, or was to be, sold to them. 

The Semiramis, French war-steamer, arrived on the 22nd 
June from Shanghai, having Admiral Jaures on board, and 
bringing » company of Fusiliers, part of the Infanterie de 
Marine, 300 strong, to relieve the Chassenrs d’Afrique, who 
leftfon the 18th in the French war-steamer Dupleic for Shanghai, 
en route for Mexico, 

The Japan Herald believes that now the Tyooon has come 
back to Yedo, some movement may be anticipated; continuing 
—“‘We learn, however, one fact which appears of some signifi- 
cance, namely, that Tsiosiu or Choshiu, has quitted his sea shore 
residence—the city of Hangi in the province of Choshiu—and 
retired to Yama-goutchi, a stronghold in his adjoining province 
of Suwo, situated inland about five ri from the Tokaido, under a 
range of high forest hills, approachable by a small vessel from 
the Inland Sea. It is said that much difference still exists in 
the great Damio Council at Kioto as to the course to be pur- 
sued with Choshiu.” 

The Marines appear to be comfortably settling themselves 
down. We read—“On Saturday last (June 11) we visited 
the camp on the Bluff, to see how the gallant fellows were 
getting on under cahvas after the heavy rain that fell on 
Friday night. Woe were delighted to find them all very jolly, 
and busy as bees putting their houses in order. Those who 
were off duty, and whose arrangements were somewhat ma- 
tured, looked especially comfortable in their snug tents. We 
have never been in the gigantic model camp at Aldershott, 
but the admirable manner in which numbers are accommodated 
in small space was shown on the Bluff, where twelve soldiers, 
Anglo-Saxons, who do not possess the lithe suppleness of joint 
of squatting Orientals, were billeted in a small tent; appa- 
rently, too, with room to spare, for, when the orderly, 
obligingly placed at our service ss guide, showed us the 
internal arrangements, the recumbent sons of Mars, with 
genuine English humour, invited us to walk inand take a chair. 
Already, amid the confusion and mud, we saw a flower bed or 
two in front of some tents, and other “oases.” Tho orderly 
showed us the hospital tent, and we were happy to find only a 
few on the sick list—even those looking comfortable and con- 
valescont. When everything is finished, the corps will be well 
located ; better, indeed, than we are in the swamp below: and 
we only hope our gallant 20th, who have heretofore been bar- 
racked in our midst, though we shall be sorry at their departure 
for our own s:kes, will soon share the pleasant places on the 
heights, in the commodious wooden structures being erected. 
There is onc ventleman among us who has been constantly on 
the Bluff, rendering all the aid his experience and judgment 
could give. It is no light duty to remain all day in the sun, 
yet our worthy chaplain the Rev. M. B, Bailey, has sacrificed 
all personal considerations, and, as we saw him, bestirs himself 
in this, and, indced, in most other public movements, for the 
general good:” 

A few cases of small pox, of a more or less serious character, 
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bad broken out, op soard vessels in harbour. The captain of 
one vessel, whose ayete fms seized with this scourge, wisely placed 
him on board a junk; which he sent to an anchorage outside 
the harbour. S 
+ Complaints are repeated of the conduck of tha Chinese, of 
whom there is a steady influx, the Nepaus having brought an 
addition of twqntz, “One of their fraternity assaulted a 
Japanese woman.on Sanday last, in broad daylight, with the 
view, it is supposed, of abstracting a purse, or box, or beg oon- 
taining money. The fellow was caught, and received a severe 
thrashing, and was then set at liberty, because there was no 
proper authority to punish him, the assault being beyond the 
limits of the foreign settlement. The Chinese must be com- 
pelled to register, or they must be subjected to heavy penalty,” 
‘HAKODADI. 

HLM.S, Racehores arrived at Yokohama on the 19th June 
from this port. The Garland had arrived at Hakodadi, and 
landed the Portuguese Consul, Mr. Chasse, and lady. The 
Gasland had since been chartered by Mr. Marks (of the firm of 
Marks and Co., of Yokohama), for Port May (Russian domi- 
nion). 








TIEN-TSIN, 

A correspondent, under date June 24, writes :— 

Business here is extremely dull, and mostly in the hands of 
the Chinese. The principal articles of import at present are 
white and brown sugar, black and brick tea, white, red, and 
yellow lead, and lead in pigs, tobacco, window glass, paper, and 
matches, and small quantities of opium, cottons and woollens, 
&.,, &e. 

Of exports the principal articles are raw cottons (of which 
upwards of 10,000 piculs have left this season), medicines, 
tobacco, soap or soda, dates, and small quantities of grain, 
white war, wool, &. 

A large business was done here in imports the first two 
years. The troops being also here, a great many people of all 
classes were induced to settle; the troops leaving, the most of 
the storekeepers and others dependent on the troops also left. 
This season, two of our merchants have closed their hongs, 
and it is not unlikely that others may yet do so. 

The British settlement here (as it is called, for the wording 
of our leases is of no value, as it turns out, and any foreigner 
may reside in it) is about two miles from the city of Tien-tain, 
but the suburbs may be said to extend close to the settlement ; 
its extent along the river is about 1,200 yards. The Bund 
road is on an average about 75 feet wide, and is piled 
the most of the length ; the other roads are 40 feet wide, and 
all are raised 4 feet above the surrounding country, where 
as buildings are erected, the ground is raised 6 feet; this 
raising is on account of floods, to which the place is said to 
be subject at times. The width of our settlement is from 
270 to 500 yards, the average being about 320 yards. 

Steamers and sailing veasela drawing 11 feet can discharge 
their cargoes on the bund, by the aid of a stage. Jetties or 
piers are to be erected, and vessels will be able to lie alongside 
of them, : 

There are now 14 godowns, 4 dwelling houses, and several 
offices erected on the settlement, and nearly all the merchants 
reside there, although some of them still have offices in town, 
The place is very airy and healthy, and at alittle expense 
could be improved much in appearance, The French have 
ground adjoining oura and nearer the city, and the Americana 
have purchased land below the British, but have no settlement, 
their Minister not approving of settlements. Neither French 
nor Americans have built on their ground, or improved it in any 
way. 

Mr. T: T. Meadows leaves this in the gunboat Osprey for 
Newchwang. Mr, T. F. Wade, who is to act as locum tenens 
for Sir F. Brace, arrived from Shanghai by this vessel. Sir 
Frederick proceeds via Shanghai to England in the merchant 
steamer Nassing. 


SHANGHAT. 

The outward mails of May 10 arrived on June 25, per P. 
and O. steamer Peking, being 46 days from London. The dates 
are now down to July 4, From the following resume of the 
North China Herald, we presume that the scourge of cholera, 
had abated :— 

The weather has continued remarkably mild, the thermometer 
not registering higher than 81 deg. We have had a few wet 
days, but with these exceptions we have had nothing to com- 
plain of. An amateur burlesque company, which was started 
immediately after Mr. Black’s concerts had closed, has enjoyed 
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an almost unprecedented share of public favour. On the first 
evening of its appearance the members played to an overflowing 
house, and their second performance was received in a manner 
no less flattering. The pieces represented were the farces “ The 
Queer Subject” and “The Silent Woman,” and the screaming 
burlesque “Ill Treated Il Trovatore.” The latter proved a 
wonderful success, and at once established the reputation of 
the company. Cricket matches continue to occupy a portion 
of the attention of the foreign community, and havo latterly 
been taken up with great spirit and enthusiasm by the Cricket 
Club and private elevens, The meeting of land renters, which 
had been adjourned from April 16, reassembled at the British 
Consulate on Wednesday, the 29th June ; Sir Harry S. Parkes, 
K.C.B., in the chair. 

The surveying expedition which started some time ago under 
the direction of Major Edwards, RE., to report on the state of 
the sea wall on the north side of Hangchow bay, has returned 
to Shanghai. We, Daily News, do not know whether an 
official report of the proceedings and of the state of tho wall 
will be published. Meanwhile, however, we may announce the 
following general results which have been arrived at. The 
wall or double bund extends from Haining to a spot about a 
quarter of a mile below Hangchow, and is designed to preserve 
the paddy ficlds, which lie somewhat low, from the influx of 
salt water. During the rebel occupation the wall was neglected, 
and in consequence hus partially fallen into ruins, The injury 
already done to the crops is, however, nut so great as was at 
first imagined. A space of about fifty square miles is flooded 
at each high tide, and ie, of course, utterly unfit for cultivation, 
but beyond this, the slight admixture of brackish water has 
hardly any perceptible effect on tho mass of fresh water in the 
creeks. 

We (Daily News) have been favoured with the following 
account of the s.s J//ewarra :— 

The Jlawarra left Shanghai on Jone 2ist at 4.30 p.m, with 
the ebb tide, and passed Wusung at about 6.20 with a fresh 
breeze from the S.S.E. At 10 pw, the Light Ship bore East, 
ship steering at the time S.E. by E. This course was steered 
until 11.30. From the Light Ship the soundings were 3, 4, 
4}, and finally 6 fathoms, at which time’ the course was altered 
to S., the wind falling light. The captain wason deck occasionally 
during the night.*At 2 P.x., on the 22nd June, a thick fog set in, 
and at about 4 the ship struck heavily, and filled rapidly forward 
and aft. The pumps were immediately manned, but with no 
result. A kedge was by the captain's orders run out on the 
starboard bow to heave the ship off. The captain thinking 
that the rock fon which she struck was the East Seshan, 
ordered the quarter-boat to be lowered, and gave the chief 
officer directions to steer for the Ruggeds and endeavour to 
obtain assistance. Instead of going direct to the Ruggeds, the 
chief officer pulled round the island in the hope of finding a 
boat, and he was, accordingly, fortunate enough to come across an 
armed lorcha at avchor with convoy, belonging to one of the 
owners of the steamer. The lorcha at once bore up for the 
wreck, the captain having in the meanwhile gone ashore. As 
soon as the lorcha came up, her boats and the steamer’s 
quarter-bost commenced to transport the passengers and 
their bagguge to the lorcha. The captain was advised 
to send the. passengers in the boats to Chinhai to obtain 
assistance, and to keep the lorcha with the Europeans in the 
neighbourhood of the wreck for protection against pirates. Hoe, 
however, did not comply with this recommendation, but ordered 
both passengers and crew to go on board the lorcha and proceed 
to Chinhai. The wreck was abandoned at noon on the 22nd, 
the small arms and a few loose things being taken on board the 
lorcha, which arrived at Chinbai in the evening. The officers 
wore received by Captoin Orr on board the Paow Shun, while 
the captain proceeded to Ningpo, and returned next morning 
with H.M. gunboat Siaunch. The Staunch, taking the lorcba 
in tow, proceeded to the wreck, which was found to have Leen 
in the meantime dismantled. 

Our advices from Soochow extend to the 28th June. A few 
days previously four rebel spies had been discovered by the 
Mandarin Puan. On being examined they acknowledged that 
they were Taipings, but expressed their readiness to enter the 
Imperial service, and betray all the secrets of their former 
masters. They were admitted to an audience with the Futai, 

: and were well reosived, Their report tallies very exactly with 
the rumours which have lately obtained ground as to the dis- 
tress which prevails in the districts under the insurgent sway. 

. Pan-tsze-ying, grandson of the mandarin Pan or Puan of Soo-

chow celebrity, mentioned above, has been appointed one of the 
Vice-Presidents of the Board of Censors, This furnishes 
another instance of the favour showered on the officials who 
have in any way distinguished themselves during the campaign 
in this province. The Emperor has deputed two commissioners 
to wait on the Futai, and offer their services to him. One of 
these is a Manchou, named Shui-yu, holding the rank of Chi- 
chao, the other is a native of Yunan, named Kan-yuan, and is 
a Chi-hsien. Much dissatisfaction is felt at the want of confi- 
dence in his subordinates displayed by the Governor, and at the 
representations which he is reported to have forwarded to 
Peking with regard to the inefficiency of the local mandarins.

HANKOW, 


‘The following letter, of 25th June,‘is from the Recorder :— 

The Imperial Customs removed into the Hong recently ocou- 
pied by Messrs. Fletcher and Co., which is conveniently situated 
for trade. The Robert Lowe sailed yesterday, leaving the port 
bare of ships, except the walking beam steamers, which ply 
pretty regularly on the Yantsze river. The Fusiyama made a 
splendid run last trip, one of the quickest on record. 

The rebels are at Yangloong, and the panic caused by their 
proximity to Hankow has subsided. Imports are dull of sale. 
Hankow produce is high, prices scarcely leaving a marginal 
profit. 


NANEING. 

The party which left Shanghai a short time ago for tho 
purpose of recomnoitring the position around Nanking re- 
turned on the day of the issue of our last Overland Summary, 
and reports that the city is completely invested, with the ex- 
ception of the river front, on two or three points of which the 
rebels have erected stockades. Mines have been driven to 
within a few yards of the walls, but there would seem to bo 
an unwillingness to try the effect of an assault. The Im- 
perialists are armed with gingals, but as their resources are sv 
much greater than those of the rebels, they can afford to wait 
and effect by starvation what they cannot inanage by hard 
fighting. Gordon subscquently went up to meet Tséng Kwo- 
fan, and was received with the utmost honour by the venerable 
chieftain, 


NINGPO. 

The North China Herald gives the following from Ningpo in 
reference to the French operations there, The Mandarins may 
indeed exclaim “Save us from our friends” ;— 

‘We have received recent advices from Ningpo, by which we 
learn that the French have launched two out of the five gun- 
boats which we some time ago announced as in process of con- 
struction, There can be little doubt that these vessels aro 
designed to take the place of the defunct Sherard Osborn fleet. 
They are not, however, built with a view to lasting very long. 
The timber used is unsensoned, and the machinery is old, and 
has seen much service. They are heavily armed, each having 
two rifled 24-pounder pivot gunsand four rifled 12-pounder 
broadside guns. The French have established a dookyard, 
which is now in excellent working order, a lige numlir of 
European artizans beiug kept constantly employed. 

A company of Fronch soldiers is now stationed outside 
Ningpo, and tho men, together with the sailors from the French 
gunboats, prove perfect pests to the Chinese shopkeepers. As 
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an example of this we may state that some few weeks ago 
some French sailors, having, by an outrage of unusual brutality, 
collected a large and excited mob, wore in’ the act of forcing 
their way out of one of the gates, when they encountered the 
sentry. One of their number tried to wrest the musket from 
the sentry’s hands. The man ofcourse cried out for assistance, 
and one of his comrades running up, stabbed the Frenchman 
in the thigh. The drilled guard had by this time turned out, 
and the Frenchmen, not caring to encounter it, endeavoured to 
escape. Two of their number, one being the wourded man, 
were captured and brought before Colonel Cooke, who 
sent them to their vessel with a guard. During the 
course of the evening, after the gates were shut, an alarm was 
raised that the French were about to attack the city, aud that 
a body of soldiers and sailors, under the command of a’ naval 
officer, was moving towards the south gate. Cooke, so soon as 
the heard of it, went to the gate, and there actually found a 
French officer with about forty Europeans, demanding admit- 
tance. This was of course refused, when an attcmpt was made 
to'break in the gate. Meanwhile Cooke had turned out a 
couple of companies of the “green turbans,” and gave the officer 
in command of the attacking party notice that the first man on 
~the wall would be pushed back by a bayonet. It was then 
“decided to attempt a part of the wall where ascent was more 
easy than at the gate. The French marched alcng outside the 
wall to this spot, Cooke and his men keeping pace with them 
- on the inside. When, therefore, the French arrived, they 
-fouud the top of the wall garnished by a chevaux de frise of 
ry sword bayonets, but not caring to attempt the storm, they 
apparently retired. At sunrise the gates were, as usual, 
opeued, when the Frenchmen, who had evidently been upon 
the watch, made a dash, entered the south gate, took the 
guard prisoners, and seized all the muskets and sword bayonets 
upon which they could lay their hands. Cooke communicated 
with the French Consul, and enjoyed the privilege of a visit 
from tio of the French officers, who had absolutely sufficient 
- calm effrontery to declare that they did not believe any one of 
their men could have been guilty of an offence sufficient to 
justify his being wounded. 

The affair was ultimately arranged amicably, but our readers 
may well imagine the state of the discipline which exists when, 

«in the face of daily reports of the most unpardonable outrages 
committed by French soldiers and sailors, a French officer 
ignores the frequent remonstrances addressed to him aud to 
the Consul, We have on different occasions animadverted on 
the eccentricities of the French both at Shanghai and at Ningpo 
—we have related how, at the latter place, amongst other ex- 
ploits of the same character, a soldier has been seen to dance 
-in a state of perfect nudity in the open streets ; how another 
drunken iiscreant lurching against a chair in which one of 
Cooke's officers was seated, took offence at theawkwardnens of the 
coolies, aud butchered one of them on the spot; how, on 
another occasion, a Frenchman, being caught in the act of 
thieving, was brought before the English officer in command, 
aud thero and then made a murderous assault upon him. But 
we nced not multiply examples, Both foreiga and native 
residents ,at Ningpo possess a stake in securing the tran- 
quillity of the city and foreign settlement, and it is evi- 
deutly impossible to effect this so long as licensed rowdies 
are permitted to roam unchecked through the neighbourhood. 
It cannot be too deeply regretted that our gullant allies, 
whose interest it doubtless is to impress the Chineso with au 
exalted idea of their forbearance and moderation, should elect 
to send condemned regiments to this country— regimen’s,: the 
meu in which are lust to every principle of honour, and whv can 
‘alone be adequately described as the scum of European ruffianism. 
It were, in truth, well did the French authoritics represent to 
their Government that the enormous interests which the French 
nation possess in China are fur more jeopardised by the atro- 
cious conduct of the rabble sollicry, than they are advanced 
by the gallantry and courtesy of those holding high official 
positions. 

The Frauco-Chinese troops are still outside Hoochow, at a 
very considerable distance from the walls. No operations of 
importance have taken place since the departure of last mail. 
The Che-kiang officials have issued a notification calling on tLe 
natives of timt;province who were dispersed at the timo of the 
rebel occupation, to revurn and again take up their abode in 
their former dweilings. Those who have suffered severely, and 
are nut in a positon to return without assistance, were invited 

«to seid tieie umes t the Taotai's Yamen on any of tho fol 








lowing days:—June 6th, 9th, 12th, 16th, 19th, 22nd, 26th, 
29th and July lst. To those who did so passages were pro- 
mised to Ningpo or Hangchow, and thence they were to have 
been forwarded to their native villages. 


FORMOSA. 

A correspondent at Tamsuy, under date of June 25, forwards 
the following :— a 

“T have to report to you the loss of the British brig Susan 
Douglas, on the Island of Samasana, off the south-east coast of 
Formosa, on the 13th of March, She was bound from Hong 
Kong to Ningpo. All the people on board were saved, with 
the exception of the Chinese cook, and two or three Chinese 
females, who were drowned at the time of the wreck. The 
vessel became a perfect wreck. The survivors were treated 
kindly by some Chinese junkmen, and taken to Chinkongo, a 
Chinese settlement in Black Rock Bay, from whence the captain 
and chief mate started in a junk to Takow on the 17th April. 
They have, I learn, reached Takow safely,’ and sailed thence to 
Amoy. 

«We only got intelligence of the wreck afew days ago; and 
the gunboat arriving opportunely at Tamsuy shortly after,. went 
round, and succeeded in bringing away the rest of the sur- 
vivors. One of the crew, a Sandwich Islander, had died ; the 
rest, including the second mate, numbered six. These men 
are now in the hands of H.M.’s consul at Tamsuy. ‘The. junk- 
men at Black Rock Bay were liberally rewarded for their 
kindness and attention to the crew.” 


HONG KONG, 

The mails of 26th May arrived out on the 6th July. The 
dates are now to the 12th. Sir Frederick W. A. Bruce, the 
Minister at Peking, had arrived from Peking, and is a passenger 
‘by the present mail on leave of absence. Mr. T. F. Wade, the 
Chinese Secretary, will conduct the affairs of the Embassy in 
the interim, 

The China Mail thus refers to the labours of Sir Frederick 
Bruce :— 

Sir. F. Bruce, who is now in Hong Kong en route for England by the 
mail leaving to-day, has so far completed his duties in the capital as to 
have left a friendly impression on the minds of the present Chinese Go- 
vernment with regard to England and foreign nations generally ;_ not that 
the cordial co-operation of all the Western Ministers with Sir F. Bruce is 
due to the acknowledged abilities of the latter, but that he hea so far 
obeyed the dictates of truth snd reason as to have commended his views 
to the minds of the other Ministers resident in Peking. ‘Ihe task which 
Sir Frederick has had to perform has been one of a singularly difficult 
character. A man in his position bad the fatal power in his hands of 
involving us in war—or of sowing the seeds of war, which is the same 
thing—with “a third of the human race.” Instead of allowing his diplo- 
macy to tend in this direction, be bas, io common with his col- 
leagues of other nations, established friendly relations with the go- 
verning powers. This was, so far, a difficult achievement, and 
the principal performer in the business deserves, at least, the retura 
of having the fact upon record. The establishment of 
foreign legations at Peking has been a totally new experiment, and it may 
be safely affirmed that no one could foretell the result of such a venture 
four years ago, when it was made. There wasa general feeling at the 
time that Sir Frederick Bruce was not the man to maintain creditable— 
not to Say. profitable: rektions with the Chinese rulers, But, notwith- 
standing that his term of office has been marked by peculiar ditficulties, ix 
cannot be said with truth that he has managed English affairs otherwise 
than well. In order to do this he has bad, as might have been expected. 
to encounter rome amount of ition, if the temporary ill feeling of 
different interests can be 20 designated. That he has been honest, 
straightforward, ond intelligent there cannot be much doubt. Of errors in 
judgment he bas occasionally been guilty, but it must not be forgotien that 
such are next to i le from an early diplomatic connexion with 
the Court of Peking. Sir F. Bruce's public despatches are probably the best 
means of estimating the amount and nature of the work he has had to do, 
and bow he has done it. The civil troubles of the empire have formed « 
fresh and most serious addition to the labours entailed upon the English 
Minister; and though he has taken a different view with regard to the 
treatment of the insurrection that has been distressing China for the last 
twelve years from that taken by our military representatives out here, as 
well as by many influential merchants, he has alway been temperate in his 
opposition and ready to defer to the views of officers commanding the 
forces here, so long as they are pestered to faccept the responsibility of 
their own courses of action. ‘This was to a large extent necessary, for it 
is agreed upon all hands that China politics are not easily uoravelled. 
Our own views on the matter have never changed, and we should have 
changed them at once had good reason appeared for ne doing 

Mr. T. F. Wade, the acting Minister for England at Peking, is not 
likely, vo far as we are aware, to disturb the policy pursued by his prede- 
cessor. That policy bas simply been one of caution and watchfulness, 
It is as impossible with nations as it is with individuals to become friendly 
and familiar on a short acquaintance; nor in either case do sudden 
friendships prove of permanent value. We must sometimes be patient ia 
diplomatic negotiation. To the mercantile mind adherence to engage- 
ments is not only—as it should be—a prime virtue, but the want of it 
is, properly enough, viewed as a leading offence against all the laws that 
regulate commercial intercourse between man and man, or between 
wation and pation, The ability of the Chinese Government to carry , 
‘out strictly their engagements with u: !as‘beon for years a matter of 
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discussion. The British policy bas all slong been to render the 
performance of those engagements as easy as prssible to the Chinese, 
and this policy has been most ably and effectually out. 
‘The foreign collectorate of customs, for which ‘the late “Lord 
gia recived the credit until « member of the Hong, Kong 
Chamber of Commerce claimed and received it, was a first towards 
cementing friendly and honourable relations between Chins Western 
nations, and, in the ordinary nature of things, the foreign assistance lately 
rendered to the Imperialisis ought to further the good feeling we are en- 
deavouring to establish. Jealousy and suspicion, however, are inherent 
in the Chinese mind with regard to foreigners; and we need not be sur- 
rised at the fact; for are not many centuries of exclusiveness sufficient to 
‘account for it? We cannot, therefore, wonder if the progres of good 
relations and mutual favours be slow between the Chinese and foreigners; 
on the contrary, our chief cause of astonishment ought to be that they have 
made so much progress in s0 short atime. Further than recommending 
‘Sir F. Bruce or his acting successor to maintain a better understanding 
mit ite two Chambers ‘4 Commerce be Apiaed and Ay give ees more 
consideration to mercantile inte! wis jm poesib! lo ol 
careful course of policy he bas to vochaatfally parsued. 

The interest of the past week has chiefly centred in the 
supreme and magistrate’s courts, in the former of which the 
murdor case of the man Browning was tried, and in the latter 
@ newspaper libel case was brought forward. The case of 
Browning occupied two days in hearing, and the evidence is both 
interesting and instructive when considered in its connection 
with the verdict given on the occasion. Considerable dissatis- 
faction was expressed with the “ Manslaughter” verdict given 
in, and the sentence of penal servitude for life which followed it ; 
and a strong feeling existed that the evidence proved nothing be- 
yond “ Justifiable Homicide.” Browning had in an affray killed 
two Portuguese in Japan, The details are given in the China 
Mail. 

The caso for libel was the Baron do Corcal (A. A. de Mello, of 
Macao) against the Echodo Povo. It appears that the defendant 
and Governor Amaral of Maoao were sitting together drinking 
coffee in the drawing-room of the Governor's residence, when 
the Baron happened to call upon the latter. The Baron 
treated the Editor as a stranger, and, as Governor Amaral did 
not introduce them to each other, we should fancy the matter 
ought to have ended there; but the Editor adduces it as an 
example of the strong grounds he would have for writing 
against the Baron did he allow, as he never does, his private 
resentments to affect his public duties. The Editor, it seems, 

-‘did not treat Baron do Cereal as a stranger, bnt saluted him 
instead, but without receiving a reply. The inference which 
the new Governor must have drawn from this was either thet 
the Baron was an ill-Lred man, or that his sentiments towards 
the Editor were not those of respect. The former is the Koho’s 
theory, and his only grounds of resentment are that the 
Governor ran a risk of adopting the latter hypothesis, This 
case will be tried at the next session. 


COCHIN-CHINA. 
SAIGON, 

We have the Courier de Saigon of the 10th bya late steamer. 
It is stated that more than 50,220 tons of white rice have 
been exported from Saigon during the first six months of 
1864, being a much greater quantity than what was exported 
. during the corresponding period last year, and even exceeding 
by 8,000 tons that of the year 1862. The stock of rice still 
on hand is near 20,000 tons, end there are also large quanti- 
ties available in the interior over and above what is required 

-for local use.

JAVA AND NETHEKuanps INDIA. 
The Government has issued s mom important resolution, 
permitting natives to join the GovernD~gt schools for the 
Purpose of learning the Dutch language. ‘The Seoretary- 








—= 
General advertises that, as the desire to acquire the Dutch 
language shows itself more and more amongst the natives, and 
as the knowledge of the same is « material assistance to their 
further civilisation and development, the Government has 
decided to assist, as much as possible, those natives who feel 
inclined to study that language. In the first place, the Go- 
vernment is desirous of encouraging the composition of books 
adapted to facilitate the study of the Dutch language by the 
native, and therefore offers a premium of one hundred guilders 
for every sheet of printing approved of. Medals are also 
offered. The Government appoints judges for the approbation 
of the works sent in, which latter then become the property 
of the State. 

The Director of Cultures has been allowed a two-years’ leave 
of absence on account of illness, and the Assistant Resident of 
Tangerang, the scene of the late disturbance, has been dis- 
charged and put on half-pay. It is reported that Admiral May 
will return to Europe in the course of the preseut year. The 
Locomotief is informed that the Government, being dissatisfied 
with the late military operations of Lieutenant-Colonel de 
Neve, at Pontianak, intends recalling that officer from his post. 

Cholera continues to rage in several of the most populous 
towns, and the number of deaths latterly has been above the 
usual average. Stringent measures have been taken to. prevent 
its extension ; but it is difficult to make the natives understand 
that they should be careful in their diet. 

H.M’s steamship Apeldoorn left Riouw on the 25th June 
for a cruize in the China Sea. * 

Notice is given to mariners that an iron beacon has been 
placed on Karrang Peorak, the northernmost of the Ostrich 
rocks, in the Straits of Sunda, and one on Karrang Bezaar, the 
southernmost of said rocks. 

Sounanaya.—The British schooner Edmund, Capt. Coleman, 
with coffee and rice from Bally for Singapore, struck on a reef 
off the island of Ra-as, near Madura, but was got off by Mr.

MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 

Our dates come down to the 21st July. The London mail 
of the 10th June arrived on the 14th July by the steamer 
Singapore. The French mail, with dates from London to the 
17th June, came in late on the night of the 19th July. There 
is no occurrence of a political nature in our present advices de- 
manding a record. 

The British brig Louisa has been destroyed by pirates, only 
four survivors escaping to tell the following dreadful tale of 
slaughter and torture. We copy from The Straits Times of 
July 16 :— 

This morning, by the Chow Phya, four persons arrived from the ill- 
fated brig’ Zouisa, Captain James Rows, of this port—viz., the gunuerand 
his wife, the Chinese cook, and a Chinese passenger, who suppose them- 
selves to be the sole survivurs of the crew of the unfortunate vessel. The 
vetsel left Hong Kong on the 18th May, 1864, and on the S0th was be- 
calmed off the coast of Hainan, but not in sight of land, when she was 
attacked by what the gunner supposed to have been @ Macao or Canton 

junk, heavily armed. Lovisa kept ber off by constant firing of ber 

gun until it became so much heated that it burst the breechings and 
fell overboard. The vessel was then at the mercy of the junk. which, having 
got under the brig’s stern, fired shot and shell into ber cabin window for 
some time. The pirates then boarded, on which most of the crew of 
Malays, beaded by the Serang, threw some spars overboard, jumped 
after them and swam away from the vessel. The mate was killed; the 
captain was shot in the thigh and dropped on the deck ; and the guoner, 
though wonded in the breast by a musket ball, managed to throw the cap- 
tain into the cabin, where he remained about two hours. The pirates in 
the meantime ransacked the vessel's cargo, of which they took about one- 
half. They then dragged the captain on deck, cut the mate’s dead body 
in half, cut off one of the captain's hands, and commenced torturing him 
by cutting off is toes, to make him declare whether there was money on 
board the vessel or not. They at the same time threatened the life of the 
gunner and his wife, who, seeing this, threw his wife and child overboard, 
‘and jumped after them with » Soard. Captain Ross threw himself after 
them, and swam away from the vemel, the captain's son, a boy about ten 
years old, being taken on board the junk. The Chinese cook says, how. 
ever, the pirates sfierwards quarrelled among themselves about him, tied 
bis hands, and threw him into the sea. After four hours, Captain Ross, 
being exhausted with lows uf’ blood, sank. The gunner’s child sank on

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eaving the vessel. As near asthe gunner can tell, about ten o'clock at 
\ Sieitthe tam a veesel which proved fo be the ‘Young Greek, and which 
he hailed. She hove to, lowered @ boat, and picked up the gunner 
and his wife. The Louisa at this time was on fire about two miles to 
leeward, The Yeung Greek lay to till morning, then seut a boat to 
the brig, which was at this time burnt to the water's edge, and took off the 
Chinese cook and passenger, who were in the water hanging tothe anchor. 
Nothing was seen of any others of the crew, and the vessel proceeded to 
Bangkok, The gunner states that the captain and mate fought with 
reat determination, and but for the unfortunate acc'dent to their gun, he 
thinks they would have beaten the junk off. Had it not been for the 
Young Greek he: ight, the Louisa would have added to 
the list of missing vessels in the China sea—for which, not unfrequently, 
typhoons are held responsible. | 
“The Louisa was attacked and set on fire in lat. 17 deg. 20 
min. N.; long. 110 deg. 40 min. E., being nearly 400 miles 


from Hong Kong. : 

‘The steamer Dumbarton, which left the Clyde 23rd April, 
arrived out on the 6th July, and left for Hong Kong on the 
8th for, Messrs. Gibb, Livingston, and Co. The American 
steamer Oriflamme, from New York 16th April, arrived on the 
15th of July, en rvwe to Hong Kong.

Howe Konc.—A good demand has prevailed during the- fortnight 
and prices advanced 50 cents.

Suanorar.— Quotations at which settlements have been made range 
from tls, 19.50 to tls, 21.50 per picul. Chefoo cotton is the most in de- 
mand, the colour being superior to any other description of Chinese 
cotton, and though not better, equal to the best. The parcels of this 
cotton which have come forward are of course small, and sought for by 
speculators, With regard othe market here for the coming season, 
advices on all hands speak of a very large yield; far more than the usual 
yenty having been planted, and the weather has been most favourable. 

jis will no doubt affect prices here somewhat, and it is very likely that 
supplies wilt be forced on the market as early as possible. If we are to 
judge of the crop planted this year in the cotton districts, by an increased 
quantity planted around Shanghai, it is not unlikely to nearly double that 
of last year. We have heard that the Chinese Executive are using all the 
coercive messures in their power to cause the natives to sead their Tea, 
Bilk, and other produce to the utmost limits of the Grand Caual, viz.,to 
Hangchow, nota treaty port, with the view of squeezing the greatest amount 
of custom’s posts or octroi duties, Should this be the case nearly all the pro- 
duce of the district will undoubtedly find its way to Shanghai, but burthened 
with increased duties. We get the ioformation from Chinese sources, 
and-therefore are unable to say what amount of reliance is to be placed 
hereon, It is further said that the mandarins, in fonhersnee of the 

ve project, are using every endeavour to depress ii iate on 
the spor with foreigners ’nbo would not of course despatch their property 
by any other than the most expeditious and cheap route. Whether there 
is any truth in the report many readers will by experience know better 
than we do, but of course such lings are in direct contradiction to 
the spirit of the treaty, and could hardly fail to be soon set right by the 
interference of the foreign Ministers. 

Tren-reix.—The supply appears to be inexhaustible, but traneactions 
are kept very secret. 

Yoxouama.—The demand for the staple continues as last reported.

‘The 48th, 71st Light Infantry, 52nd Light Infantry, 81st, which went 
abroad in 1853, and the 28th in February, 1854, are now under 
for home, the relieving regiments being on their passage out to take their 
place. They may be expected in this country between March and June 
of next year.

‘The regiments now employed in New Zealand went on foreign service 
‘as follows:—The 65th in May, 1846; the 70th in January, 18495 the 
43rd Light Infantry in October, 1851; the 6th Light Infantry in-_De- 
cember, 1857; the 40th in July, 1852; the 57th in February, 1653 5 
the Ist battalion 12th in July, 1854; the 50th in June, 1857; the 2nd 
battalion 14th in September, 1860; and the 2nd battalion 18th Royal 
Irish in April, 1863. The period at which these battalions may be re- 
lieved depends upon the progress of the war. Should it be bt tom 
termination all will be at once brought home, except the 50th, 2nd bate 
talion 14th, and 2nd battalion 18th. Although the 68th has only been 
abroad since 1857, it is well entitled to relief, from the fact that it was 
sent ovt to India after being at home but a few months from foreign ser- 
vice. In fact, it was like the 4Srd—under orders for England when the 
inereased demands of the New Zealand war compelled the authorities to 
divert it from Rangoon on that service. 

On the North American station the Ist battalion 17th and the 63rd will 
come home next year, they having gone abroad in April and July, 1854, 
respectively. The Ist battalion 25th went out in 1858, and as it had not then. 
enjoyed its full term of home service, it is likely to return before its full 
ten years, The other battalions in British North America went out 
almost at the same time, at the end of 1861, and each may expect to 
remaio seven years more abroad, either oa its present station, or, should 
political events and colonial arrangements permit the further reduction of 
the regular troops in Canada, in some other garrison abroad—the West 
Indies or Mediterranean, probably. The following is the order in which 
they stand to return home after the Ist ba'talion 17th and 4 
battalion 60th Rifles, 90th, 47th, Ist battalion Rifle Brigade, Ist battalion 
16th, Ist battalion 15th, 2nd battalion 17th, and 2nd battalion 16th. 

‘The 67th and 99th in China are about to proceed thence to the y 
They are in all fairness due an early relief, for, although they only left 
England for India in 1858, they were sent out in less than two years of 
the time that they returned, the former from the West Indies, and the lat- 
ter after a very long period of service in Australia, Both will probably 
be brought home in about two or three years. The 2nd battalion 20th, 
alto upon the China station, only went out last year, and its relief cannot 
be expected before 1873. 

At the Cape the 2nd battalion 5th Fusiliers would pote be relieved 
in 1868; the 2nd battalion 1 Ith is under orders for China. It is very un- 
certain where it will complete its foreign service, but it is about due back 
in England in 1871. The 96th only went out last year, and has nine 

cars’ service before it. Tho 27d battalion 10th is ordered on to Indian 
From which it can hardly be expected to return for ten years, although it 
bas already been four years on foreign service. The Ist battalion of the 
same regiment sails from Ireland next week, and takes its place at

“At the Mauritius the 2nd battalion 13ih Light Infantry went abroed in 
Pebruary, 1859, and tho 2nd battalion 24th in March, 1860. These may 
be expected home, therefore, in 1869 and 1870 respectively, 
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In Ceylon the 2d battalion 25th went abroad last year, and will doub- 
Jess remain from home until 1878. 

In the West Indies the 2ad battalion Srd Buffs aod the 2nd battalion 
6th would probably return home in 1868; but the 2nd battalion 2nd 
Queen's, at Bermuda, will precede them, having embarked for foreign 
service a little earlier—namely, in February, 1858. 

‘The regiments now in the Mediterranean would stand for return home 
in the following order, were their ten years exactly completed :—2ad 
battalion 7th Fusiliers in May, 1868; 4th battalion Rifle Brigad 
A , 1868 ; Qnd battalion 8th in September, 1868; 2nd battalion 9th 
in October, 1868 ; 2nd battalion 15th in November, 1868; 2nd battalion 
23rd Fusiliers in Feb > 1869; 100ih in May, 1869; Qnd battalion 
‘@2ad in May, 1869; Qnd battalion 4th in May, 1860; Ist battalion 9th in 
January, 1870; and Ist battalion 22nd in May, 1870. No doubt the time 
when they will return to England will be nearly that which we mention, 
but it is not likely that all these regiments will complete their service in 
the Mediterranean. The 2nd battalion 9th is already ordered to China, 
two or three more will probably go to North America next year, and one 
or two are tolerably certain to be sent to the West Indies and the Cape for 
‘& couple of years’ service before their return to England, 

‘We have thus alluded to the prospects of every battalion in the army 
on the foreign establishment. We shall now specify those at home in the 
order in which they stand for service, together with the date at which 
they last returned from abroad, and the station from which they arrived: —

The Ist Battalion 10th is on the eve of departure for the Cape, and in 
‘a few days the 86th will leave for Gibraltar. With regard to the others, 
we can only speak by way of speculation, basing our remarks, however, 
upon a close consideration of the circumstances generally guiding such 
Movements. If a strictly symmetrical arrangement were observed, eve1 
one of these battalions would go out in the fifth after the date whi 
we put as that of its return home. But as all this depends upon the 
claims to relief of regiments abroad, and upon many variable causes, ir- 
ity must sometimes occur. Thus for the next three or four years 
there will be but few claims to relief beyond the five regiments regularly 
required for India. As we have shown, all the Canadian iments but 
two have a long time to serve abroad; those at the Ca Mauritius 
will not be brought home immediately, those in the iterranean are in 
the same potition, those in New Zealand which ought to be brought home 
will not be relieved from England, three battalions being the future estab- 
lishment of the Australian colonies, including New Zealand. Thus the 
principal destination of the corps now in England would be India. But 
it so happens that a large proportion of the regiments at present at the 
head of the list to go abroad returned last from India, after long and ardu- 
‘ous service there, and the authorities naturally are not inclined to send 
them back to the same station after so short an interval, if it can be avoided. 
The 32nd, 84th, 78th, and 29th are in this position ; and it is somewhat 
difficult to distribute them equitably, having a strict regard for the roster. 
ncemed, howerer, the following scheme would appear 
to accomplish what is desirable in this respect :— 
The 82nd Light Infantry to Malta, replacing the 2nd Battalion 7th 
Fusiliers to Canada, vice the Ist Battalion 17th to England. 
The 84th to Malta, vice the 4th Battalion Rifle Brigade to Canada, 
vice the 63rd home. 
‘The 78thHighlanders to Malta, relieving the 2nd Battalion 8th to Cey- 
Jon, vice. the 2nd Battalion 25th to Bengal, vice the 89th home. 
The 29th to Gibraltar, vice the 2nd Battalion 15th to the Cape, vice the 
bt te rience the 27th home. 
to ras relieving the 66th; the 41st to Bombay, relievin, 
the 44th ; andthe 49th to Gombay, relieving the 72nd Highlaaiers. * 
By this arrangement every corps would embark strictly in its turn, and 
all the reliefs would be effected without sending any corpe to the station 
from which it last returned. We should add that this scheme is not official, 
but it seems to just, and to proride so fairly for all interests, that it is not 
unlikely to be carried out in its main features. The precise destination of 
any battalion at home is a matter of great uncertainty, but the period at 
which each will leave the United Kingdom for its next tour of duty 
abroad may be fairly calculated at five years from the date of its last 
return, as indicated above, 


























Moaper or THE Carrain oF THE“ Gustave ADOLPHE” FoR CHINA. 
—At the Southampton Police-court, before the Mayor, Mr. G. H. Brinton, 
and other magistrates, a German seaman, named Adolph Bjornsen, about 
85 years old, was charged with wilfully murdering’ the captain of the 

ue Gustave Adolphe, an English registered vessel, on the bigh seas, 
on the 2Ist June last. It ay , from the evidence of the first mate, 
Mr. Peterson, that the ship London on the 7th of May for China, 
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When they were within about five days’ sail of Pernambuco, the first mate 
was in his cabin—the time being 9,30 P.m.—when be heard a noise pro- 
ceeding from the captain's cabin. He immediately went there, and found 
the pritoner in the cabin with the captain. As soon as the prisoner saw 
him, be raised a pistol and fired, but the shot missed him. He then went 
again on deck, the prisoner following him, having still a double-barrelied 
revolver in bis |. Shortly afterwards the captain came.on deck and 
asked where the second mate was (meaning the prisoner), and whether he 
had not been secured? Prisoner was standing near at the time, and he 
turned rouud and deliberately shot-the captain through the head. The 
captain fell, and after lingeriny about haif-an-hour, died. The prisoner 
in the meantime had betaken himself to the captain’s cabin, where he re- 
maincd fora considerable time, the crew being unable to get at him ashe bad 
obtained possession of all the,frearms. He came on deck heavily 
armed, and proceeded to lower the lifeboat, into which he got, and at once 
started from the ship. It was then about half-past two in the morning. 
Shots were fired at him, but it was exceedingly dark at the time, and 

did not take effect. As soon as the day dawned, all eyes were strain 

in order to discover, if possible, some trace of the prisoner, and’ the boat 
was discerned in the distance, The vessel went immediately in pursuit, — 
and came up with him akout ten o'clock. Shots were fired at the prisoner's 
boat, which was completely riddled ; and’ when it was in @ sinking state, 
the jolly boat belonging tothe ship, and manned at the time by six of the 
‘crew, was sent to seize the prisoner, who was placed in irons as s00n as. 
secured, and conveyed,to the vessel, where he remained in confinement until, 
Pernambuco was . He was thea arraigned before a naval court, . 
where depositions were taken, and the English consul directed bis removal .. 
to this country. It was stated that no disagreement had taken place be- 
tween the captain and the prisoner. ‘The prisoner was committed for trial . 
at the sessions, ‘ 

Tue Goveanok or CrYLon.—We have to record the death of Sir 
Charles Tustan M‘Carthy, Governor of Ceylon, which took place on the 

14th inat. at the Spe, Belgium, to which place be was on a visit for the 
benefit of his health. The deceased, who was the son of the late Mr. 
Denis M‘Cartby, of Cork, was born in 1820, and was married in 1848 to 
Sophia Brunel, eldest daughter of Sir Benjamin Hawes, K.C.B., Under 
Secretary of State for War. In 1856 he was nominated by Lord John 
Russell, who was at that time Colonial Secretary, to the office of Colonial. « 
Secretary in Ceylon, and in the following year received the order of 
knighthood, In 1860 he was appointed by the Duke of Newcastle, who 
was then Colonial Secretary, to the post of Governor and Commander- 
in-Chief and Vice- Admiral of Ceylon, which he held up to the time of 
his death. The nomination to the governorship falls to Mr. Cardwell, 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, Sir Charles entered the public 
service as superintendent of one of the smallest of our West Indian 
dependencies, and in that insignificant sphere gave evidence of the rare 
capacity that can handle the Teast and the gravest matters with sya! + 
accuracy and adroitness, and which, though capable of the largest indue- 
tions, is not indifferent to the lightest detail, On returning home on- 
leave of absence from his post, he attracted the attention of the heads of 
his department, and was scon to more serious and responsible 
duties. ‘Thence, solely by the due appreciation of his powers and their 
‘exercise, he rose to the important and lucrative Government now racated 
by his decease, Short as was his enjoyment of wealth and dignity, it is 
something to have shown that the tastes and accomplishment of letters are 
not irreconcilable with the careful discharge of official functions and the 
wise management of the concerns of State, and that our institutions 
permit such a man as Sir Charles M‘Carthy to compete sooceafully with 
the discreet mediocrities of intellect, and the superiorities of birth and . 
fortune. 

TeLscrzarH Across Barrish Nogta AmEsica.—The Hudson's: 
Bay Company lately appoiuted the Arctic explorer, Dr. Rae, to visit the: 
country between Red River and the Pacific Coast, to select the 
line for the telegraph. That tleman reached Fort Garry al bo 
month ago, and is now far on his way across the plains of the Sas- 
hatchewan ; and we are now enabled to make the further announcement 
that seventy-seven tons of the wire, nearly half the quantity required, have 
arrived in Montreal, and the balance will be here very shortly. The 
wire is to be forwarded at once by the Grand Trunk allway pany 
to Sarnia, and by steambout to the head of Lake Superior, whence it will - 
be transported during the next winter to Fort Garry or the Red River, 
at which place the whole of the wire, instruments, insulators, &c., will be 
collected by the beginning of spring. The poles will be cut and got ready 
during the winter, as soon as the fine weather of next spring sets in 
active operations will be commenced, and by the close of the year 1865 
there is every reason to expect that tele bic communication will be in 
operation from Fort Garry to the shores of the Pacific. The igegrapbic 
system of the United States is now in operation to within about miles 
of Fort Garry. This gap will certainly be at once filled, and the - 
messages can pass from any part of Canada to British Columbia, Wik 
not Canada be prepared to complete the communication between Fort 
Garry and Montreal by the Ottawa Valley, eo as to have an unbroken line 
of telegraph stretching from the Atlantic to the Pacific through British.

Co. exactly 42 ft. in length and 11 ft. in breadth, or, in other 
words, is of the dimensions of an ordinary man of-war's launch.

engine for driving her screws. Her machinery, which has been constructed 
by Messrs. Maudslay, Sons, and Field, is nominally of 3 horse power, but 
being on the high-pressure principle, and capable of being worked up to 
100 ib, w the square inch, her power can be increased to that of 26 horses. 
Bach screw is driven by means of its own independent shaiting, which thus 
‘enables either propeller to be worked either ahead or astern. ‘The screws 
are four-bladed, and are set at a pitch of 3ft.

Continental Kutelligence 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

‘The news that was brought here by the ast mail from 
Batavia has rot given much satisfaction to our Government 
and the Liberal press, who applauded so excessively when the 
States-Geuoral approved the Bill presented by the Minister for 
the Colonial Department, and by which it was proposed to fix the 
estimates of India by the Legislature. ‘They thought it the 
most salutary measure that ever could be taken, while the 
Opposition press, in many slashing articles, predicted that this 
was the first step that would lead to the self-government of 
our Indies. I hope that the dark-coloured suppositions of 
the Java press will prove to have been written without due 
deliberation, and that they will be contradicted by the decisive 
attitude of tho States-General when the Indian debates are 
opened. 

The deplorable contention between the followers of the 
modern and orthodox religious principles has brought also 
discord between the members of the Netherlands Missionary 
Society. In the last annual meeting that was held here, some 
of them insisted that the adhereuts of different opinions should 





be tolerated. They thought this desirable and necessary because. 
the society, in that way only, could bear rich fruits in future. 
On the other side, it was desired that the meeting should say 
positively its opinion relative to the second article of the 
statutes (the biblical basis), because they suppose that two 
contradictory principles could not co-operate to the same pur- 
pose. ‘The dissension already influences prejudicially the 
activity and the financial state of the society. 

The meeting decided by 63 against 35 votes, that every 
one ought to be free to co-operate with the society, and denied 
also that the orthodox professed the principles of Dr. Zaalberg, 
Reville, Pierson, &. It is very explicable that all the orthodox 
members of the direction retired, and it is probable that the 
Notherlands Missionary Society will bo, within a little time, an 
ultra-liberal institution; but I do not believe that this will 
Prove to be favourable to the propagation of christianity among 
the heathen.

In addition to the text of the treaty between Prussia and 
Japan—of which I sent you in my last letter an analysis of 
the contents—tho official Staats Anzeiger, of Berlin, now pub- 
lishes the “ regulations for carrying on the trade of the Prussians 
in Japan,” referred to in Articles 7 and 10 of the treaty as 
forming an integral part of the same. They are very volu- 
minous, and similar to those in force with other countries. 

The Prussian official Staats- Anzeiger publishes the text of the 
“Treaty of Amity, Navigation, and Trade between Prussia and 
Japan,” signed on the 24th of January, 1861, at Jeddo, by 
Count von Eulenburg and the Japanese Plenipotentiaries, 
Muragaki-Awadsi-no-Kami, Takemoto Dsusio-no-Kami, and 
Kurokawa Satsiu. 


Art. 1 states that there shall always be peace and goodwill between the 
h contrasting parties, their heirs and successors, and their respective 
jects, 

rt. 2 grants Prussia the right to have a resident diplomatic agent at 
Jeddo, and a consul-general, both of whom shall be at liberty to move 
about freely in all parts of the Japanese Empire. Consuls may also be 
gppointed in the ports already open or that may in future be opened to 
foreign trade. 

Art. 3 stipulates that the towns and ports of Hakodade, Kanagawa, and 
Nagasaki shall be opened to Prussian subjects for the purposes of trade 
from and on the day in which the treaty comes into operation. They may 
establish themselves permanently at those places, purchase houses, rent 
fands, and build dwelling-houses and warehouses, but no fortresses or other 
‘works of defence, and the competent local Japanese authorities shall have 
the right from time to time to inspect such buildings whilst in course of 
construction, alteration, or repair, On the other hand, the natives are 

hibited from erecting any obstructive works, orto prerent the Prussians 
Baring free access and egress to their dwellings and warehouses. Prus- 
‘sian subjects acquire the right to move freely from Kanagawa to the river 
‘Logo, which falls into the Bay of Jeddo, between Kawasaki and Sinaga- 
wa, and in all other directions to a distance of ten ri; and from Hakodade 
in any direction to alike distance of ten ri,—the ri being computed to be 
12.456 Prussian feet, or 4,275 English yards, or 3,910 metres, From 
Negasaki they may go into the interior of the country to any distance

rt. 4 reserves to the Prussians the full exercise of their religion and 
eeligious ceremonies, for hich purpose they may erect their own churches 
other places of worship. 

Art, 5. All differences between Prussians with respect fo person oF 
property are to be decided by their own duly constituted authorities. 
‘Complaints or claims made by Prussians against natives are to be settled 
by the Japanese authorities. If a native refuses to pay to a Prussian his 
just debts! or fraudulently conceals himself to avoid; payment, the com- 
petent Japanese authorities are bound to pursue him and bring him to 
fate, and vice versa ; but neither the Prussian nor Japanese authorities 

me answerable for the payment of debts contracted fy the subjects of 
either nation. 

Art. 6. Prussian subjects accused of crimes committed towards natives 
or the subjects of any other power are to be tried by Prussian Consular 








Tribunals and according to the Prussian laws. And Japanese natives 
accused of crimes towards Prussian subjects shall be tried by their own 
tribunals and according to the laws of Japan. 

Art. 7, All claims for fines and confiscation of ty for alleged 


contravention of the trade regulations appended to this treaty shall be tried 
before the Prussian Consular Tribunals, and all such fines and confisca-' 
tions are to be delivered over to the Government of Japan. 

Art. 8. Prussian subjects are at liberty to import from Prussia and 
other countries all goods and merchandise not prohibited by the laws, sell 
them in Japan, or re-export them on payment only of the duti ipulated 
in the tariff appended to this treaty. "they are also free to purchase from 
Or sell to native merchants ditect, amd without any intervention on the 
pest of the Japanese officials, “All Japanese hare the right to purchase 








— 
ds and commodities from the Prussians, and may keep them, consume 
them, or sell them again, 

Art. 9. Prussian subjects have the right to take natives into their pay 
and employment. 

Art. 10. Provides for the due execution of the trade regulations that 
form an integral part of the treaty. 

Art, II. Reserves to the Government of Japan the right to take 
measures to prevent smuggling. 

Art, 12. Stipulates that on the arrival of a Prussian trading vessel off 
one of the open ports the captain may require the use of a pilot, and in 
hike manner when he sails, all the duties and port charges having been 
previously paid. 5 

Art. 13. Prussian subjects, on paying the duty on goods and mer: 
chandise imported by them, are at liberty to require from the Custom- 
house authorities a certificate of such payment, which shall enable them 
to trans-ship the same goods to any other open port in Japan without 
having to pay the duty a second time. 

Art. 14, All goods and merchandise imported by Prussian subjects, 
and on which duty has been paid, may be sent to any other part of Japan 
without the payment of any other duties, transit-dues, or other charges 

Art. 15, All foreign coined raoney shall have free circulation in Japan, 
and shall pass for as much as a similar weight of Japanese money of the 
. In the mercantile intercourse between Prussians and 
Japanese either native or Prussian money may be taken in payinent. Coin, 
of all descriptions, with the exception of Japancse copper coins and 
foreign uncoined gold and silver, may be freely exported from Jap: 

Art. 16. If the Japancse Custom-house authorities consider the valua- 
tions for duty put upon the goods by the Prussian importers too low, they 
may make their own valuation, znd offer to take the goods at that price, 
which shail in that case be paid for in cash without discount. Should the 
importers refuse, they are bound to pay duty according to the valuation 
of the Custom-house officials. 

Art. 17. Should a Prussian vetsel be wrecked or stranded on the coast 
of the Empire of Japan, or obliged to seek shelter in any port within the 
territory belonging to the Tycoon, the native local authorities are bound to 
render the distressed ship every assistance in their power; the persons on 
board shall be treated with kindness, and, if required, be supplied with the 
means of proceeding to the residence of the nearest Prussian Consul. 

Art. 18. Provisions and stores of all descriptions for the use of Prus- 
sians ship of war may be landed without payment of duty at Kanagawa, 
Hakodade, and Nagasaki, and warehoused under the care of Prussian 
officials. Should, however, such provisions or stores be sold to natives 
or foreigners they are liable to the payment of duty. 

Art. 19 stipulates expressly that from and after the day that the treaty 

ration, the Prussian subject shall enjoy all rights, privileges, 
Iready granted, or that may in future be granted, by the 
Tycoon of Japan to the subjects of any other nation, 

Art. 20. It is agreed that the high contracting parties on the Ist of 
July, 1872, may propose such alterations or improvements inthe treaty as 
experience may muke desirable, one year’s previous notice being given of 
the intention to make fresh proposals on either side, 

Art. 21. All official communications from Prussian diplomatic agents or 
consular authorities to Japanese officials shall be written in the German 
Janguage ; but in order to facilitate intercourse it is provided that during five 
years from the day the treaty comes into operation such communications 
ahall be accompanied by a translation either in the Dutch or Japanese 






































languages. 
Art. 22. The present treaty is made in quadruple in the Germ 
Japa nd Dutch languages, the Dutch text to be considered the origi: 





nal one. 

Art. 23 stipulates that the treaty shall come into operation on the Ist of 
January, 1863.

COMMERCIAL, 

Corrre.—The advices from Rio are more favourable than'were ex- 
pected. In spite of the large supplies of the new crop arriving daily in 
that city, the stocks were reduced by 20,000 bags, owing to the great 
excess of shipments, whilst the pricés had fallen only 100 rei. ‘The 
result of the Dutch sale is also considered satisfactory here, and gives 
evidence that the prices in this market have been in exact proportion to 
the value of Java in Holland. All these circumstances have had the 
effect of making the prices of all descriptions of coffee exceedingly firm, 
and in some instances even a shade higher. Purchasers have come for- 
ward pretty freely since the departure ot the last mail, and bought to the 
extent of 23,000 bags. Arrivalsof the week 16,000 bags. 

Sucaa.—'The raw article has recovered from the downward tendency it 
maintained for the last fortnight, and though prices are not higher, the 
market is firm, and more confidence is felt in the article. The sales com- 
prised 500 chests of Havana, and a few hundred bags of East India, In 
the refined market there was also a better feeling, and 12,000 loaves were 
disposed of at the full currency of last week, the business done being exe 
clusively in the higher qualities, inferior descriptions being scarce and, 
therefore, held for comparatively more money. 

Rice. — On the whole this market has been calm, though previous prices 
are fully supported. Neither in clean nor rough grain have the dealings 
been above the average amount. 

Spices.—Cassia Lignea is firm, and looking up, but the transactions 
were only toa moderate extent.

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OUR PROSPECTS IN JAPAN. 

THERE was once a certain rigid cardinal who did not approve 
of babies being suckled on the fasting days of the Church. The 
tule he wished to enforep was not one likely to suit the 
Tising generation, or their mothers. No doubt he attempted 
to show that it was a wise law, and in accordance with the 
principles of the Romish faith; no doubt he argued very logi- 
cally in its favour, and proved to demonstration its fitness and 
propriety. But the infants loudlyprotested against histheory, and 
the mothers found it inexpedient, so there was an end of the 
matter. The story will serve to point a moral as regards British 
relations with Japan. The politician writing in his study may 
endeavour to prove the expediency and justice of a certain 
course of action ; he may show that it would be in accordance 
with the law of nations, and with the principles which actuate 
us in our intercourse with European countries; he may aver 
that the contrary course is unworthy of Englishmen, and in 
direct contradiction to the political belief we are so anxious 
to maintain upon the Continent. The simple answer to these 
and similar remarks is, that however wise and good they may 
be in themselves, they have no meaning whatever when directed 
towards Japan. Englishmen in that country must be protected 
British rights must be maintained, This is of the first im- 
portance, and not until these great ends are achieved, can we 
afford to talk about international law. Doubtless, at the first 
plush of the matter, it may appear unseemly that Earl Rus- 
sett, should interfere to prevent the Japanese from raising 
batteries on their own soil—that two years since he should 
have proposed mounting cannon on the site of the new Lega- 
tion building, although an article of the treaty expressly states 
that “no fortification or place of military strength shall be 
erected ;” and that, according to the last advices, we are not 
only landing additional troops in the country, but have re- 
quested the Government of the Tycoon to provide for them 
the necessary barrack accommodation. It is certain we could 
not act in this way towards any European Power, and that we 
evince a greater respect for the feelings of nations who are 
blessed with Christian civilisation, and large armies. But it 
would be absurd, and, indeed, impossible, to show the aame 
consideration for a semi-civilised and wholly Pagan people like 
the Japanese. No sooner had Sir Rur#eR¥orD ALcock returned 
to Japan thau he was warned, as he had been so often warned 
before, that if he proceeded to Yedo he would run the risk of 
assassination. He went thither, nevertheless, but not without a 
military escort, and was back at Yokohama two days after- 
wards. ‘There, too, danger is said to be threatening him, and 
foreigners generally, from a body of ronins, who, doubtless 
with some ill intent, have quartered themselves in the neigh- 
Dbourhood of the place. The Japan Herald states that a feeling 
of uneasiness prevails ; “clouds portending showers are seen 
in the horizon ;” and the arrival of the Conqueror, with its bat- 
talion of Royal Marines, seems not only to have enlivened 
Yokohama, but to have relieved the anxicties of its European 
inhabitants. 

Her Masesty's Minister, in his despatch to Major-General 
Brown, dated Yokohama, May 14, speaks of “future contin- 
gencies,” and observes thet it is impossible to say whether th 


intelligence that three Dutch men-of-war were daily expected, 
and the probability, to which we recently alluded, is increased, 
that Sir RoragnForD Alcock proposes to open up the Inland 
Sea, which has been closed against us by the Prince of Twtoarv. 
To this enterprise, be it remembered, the Dutch have a far 
stronger incentive than any which can call us to action. They 
have to revenge the unprovoked attack on the Medwa and the 
slaughter of a countryman, and to show, as we did recently in 
the case of Mr. RIcHARDSON, that so foul an act must be fol- 
lowed by severe retribution. To punish Tsrostv and his re- 
tainers for their treachery may be the duty of Holland, and by 
Holland let it be accomplished. It is her work, and not ours; 
and although it may prove of great importance to clear the 
Straits of Shimonoseki at the same time, it is highly ques- 
tionable whether it is Englaud’s duty to expend blood and 
treasure on such an enterprise. It is true that the Govern- 
ment of the Trooon may be glad of our assistance. They will 
not be averse in this instance to make use of our force; but 
they are far too knowing, and, indeed, too well-read, not to be 
aware that the aid of the European in the East generally termi- 
nates, more or less, in the subjection of those to whom he has 
rendered assistance. Our relations with Japan are in the in- 
tereats of peace, for we are in that country as merchants, and 
in no other capacity. Sir RurHERFORD Alcock is aware that 
his countrymen at home and in Japan aro not desirous to 
promote commerce through the sword, He knows that if 
commerce cannot be increased by peacoful means Englishmen 
are contented to bide their time ; he knows that the plea for 
any acts of warfare must be strong indeed to carry with it the 
assent of the country; and he doubtless recollects the repri- 
mand of Earl Russert more than four years ago, when he was 
new to the post of British Minister in Japan, and had threatened 
war without sufficient justification. For these reasons we may 
hope that the British troops now in Japan will not be called upon 
to test their metal with the braves of the Prince Tstostu. To 
be capable of defending ourselves against an unprovoked attack, 
it is perhaps well that we should have a British battalion at 
Yokohama; but since neither the men nor their officers are 
fond of inglorious sloth, we cannot help fearing lest 9 speedy 
opportunity should be found for calling them into action. The 
peril is one which civilians are too apt to overlook when they 
ask for the protection of a naval or military force. We know 
that this has brought on more than half our troubles in China. 
It is inexperienced and idle to expect that red coats and blue 
jackets can long remain satisfied with “smoking, reading, and 
spinning yarns.” Wo hope, therefore, to hear shortly of the 
retirement of some of this force from Japan, and at the eame 
time we trust it has accomplished by its presence alone the 
ends which Sir RurHerrorD had in view. 


A TRIP TO HOLLAND. 

Ar this seazon, when the cares of business are laid asido for 
the time being, and everybody who can betakes himself to the 
seaside or to the continent, it is satisfactory for us islanders to 
have a new route opened for the mainland of Europe, and no 
doubt equally so to our continental neighbours who wish to 
visit the “tight little island” whose “institutions are steeped 
in brine”” Such have we found that by way of Harwich and 
Rotterdam, recently carried out by the enterprising directors 
and managers of the Great Eastern Railway Company. The 
sea portion of this route is performed by two new steamboat, 
of light draught, and accommodation for passengers, something 
after the American style, so that tourists may enjoy a 
“sniff of the briny” on @ spacious poop deck that commands 
an elevated prospect. The only drawback to this part of the 
locomotion is its being done at night, and in defiance of “time 
and tide,” on the shallow waters of “ Hollowland ;” so that the 
boat rarely meets the exact hour when she can cross the Brielle 
bar, and the eight hours’ sea voyage is lengthened into ten or 
twelve. This, however, we understand the company will 
obviate for the future by instituting a tidal service on the 1st 
September. This accomplished, the passenger from London 
will find himself in Rotterdam in thirteen hours. At 
present the company advertise to effect this, but it 
can only be done two or three times a month, when all things 
are favourable. It isn pity that at the commencement of the 





new route the company professed to perform the voyage at the 
minimum time, as an hour or two more is of small consequence 


to holiday voyageurs; st least, wo thought so when it w 
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accomplished in fifteen by way of Hellevoetsluis. Now, here 
is the point where the Dutchmen of enterprise should aid 
the company in carry out the through line to Rotterdam by 
some better means of transit than the old canal system. Why 
‘not have a railway and terminus on the other side, where the 


“- “‘gteamers could arrive and depart at any time independent of 


.the tide, as at Harwich, We are of opinion that such a sea 
‘roote and railway would be most profitable, and’be s grand 
link in’ the chain that should unite Holland with England, in 
political as well as commercial union, in pleasure as well as 
business. The fact is, hitherto few Englishmen ever think of 
taking a trip to Holland for pleasure ; and we confess that we 
were agreeably surprised at all the pleasant places and kindly 
faces we saw in his Netherlands Majesty’s dominions. To the 
tourist who has “done” France, Germany, Switzerland, and 
Italy, we would say try Holland, and you will find in ita 
“ spirit of travel” as distinct and refreshing as the national 
beverage is from cognac and wine. : 

At the same time that we saw much we admired as character- 
“istic of a free and industrious peoplo, there were many things 

‘that showed the sluggishness of the Dutch mind. The whole 
system of conveyances, from the wheelbarrow to the nobleman’s 
carriage, is behind the age. Such old lumbering hackney coaches 
are not to be found in any other civilised country ; and with 
the most level roads in the world they have the slowest dili- 
gence traffic. The only exception to this is the tramway from 
the Hague to Scheveningen, where excellent omnibuses' are, 
drawn by fine strong horees. But on inquiry we found that 
these belong to an English company, and the horses and drivers 
are of London celebrity. Then the hotels are not up to the 
day. There at Rotterdam, what is called one of the best hotels 
in the town is a rickety old house, dirty in its apartments, dear 
in its table, and boorish in its attendance. This was all very 
well in the days when these places of accommodation were fre- 
quented chiefly by skippers and traders in cattle, butter, and 
cheese ; but the tourist, with his wife or lady friends, expect 
something more congenial in their travels; and we were glad 
to learn that new hotels were heing opened on a better scale, 
not only in Rotterdam but-Amsterdam, where also there is 
room for improvement in all that provides for the comfort and 
convenience of strangers visiting the capital of the Netherlands, 

Among the wants to the English traveller was the exceeding 
difficulty of getting a perusal of a newspaper in his own 
language, or even a respectable “ broadsheet ” in any tongue. 
At Amsterdam there are twenty issues from the preso of ‘what 
are dignified by the name o{newspapers, but the best of them in 
our eyes looked a “ miserable rag.” On inquiry we found that 
there was a heavy duty upon these journals regulated by 
dimensions, which had the effect of dwarfing their proportions. 
Every copy must be stamped, as well as all foreign journals, 
under heavy penalties, Some idea of the amount levied may 
be gathered from the fact that the stamp duty on Zhe Times is 
18 cents. or nearly fourpence English. This amounts virtually 
to @ prohibition on foreign newspapers, and is a tax upon 
knowledge in the country. It is rather anomalous that a highly

announced, and the intended attack on the fortifications of Si- 
monosaki is taken for granted. If the British Admiral should 
succeed in obtaining possession of these works, “as he hopes 
to do,” say the Imperial journalists, “the English troops will 
occupy them, and there found an establishment destined, in a 
few years, to acquire a great importance.” The Strait of 
Simonosaki is described as occupying an admirable position in 
a rich and fertile country; and its strategic position is com- 
sidered as being of the highest importance. “Its possession 
would assure to the English the domination of Japan. These 
are facts that Europe should not be left ignorant of.” The 
English Admiral, it is said, further expects 2,000 more in- 
fantry, and this circumstance sufficiently indicates the policy 
of the British Goverament, which is to make another Gibraltar 
in Japan. They could not have selected a better position for 
their operations. The Tycoon, it is said, understands the object 
perfectly well, but, as he is powerless to prevent it, and as 
the Prince of Nagato is his personal enemy, he lets the 
English proceed, who, in this case, are about to attack a Prince 
hostile to Europeans and to all foreigners. 

Elsewhere we are told that the Dutch and American Consuls 
are acting in concert with Sir Rutherford Alcock, and we now 
hear that, such being the case, “the Minister of France in 
Japan has not hesitated to give them his moral aid.” These 
facts and suggestions are not in harmony with each other. Of 
England ‘is about to create another Gibraltar in the Straits of 
Japan, if her force is sufficient to promise a fair chance of 
success, if the authority of the British Government is likely to 
replace that of the Daimio of the district, and if the dawn of 
English domination is about to break upon Japan, how is it thet 
France stands by with folded arms and seems determined to 
have no finger in the pie? And if she thus avoids burning 
powder on the occasion, why does she tender us her moral 
support? There is a riddle somewhere! Is it that France 
believes the English force in the Japan waters insufficient for the 
object in view, or is it that the French representative, having 
little else but moral support to offer, will not play second 
fiddle—will not bark without being able to bite if occasion 
offers? Is it that something more than moral support is on 
its way from France or from Cochin-China? Is it that the 
errangements made with the Japanese Ambassadors who have 
just quitted France are so perfectly satisfactory that Louis 
Napoleon can calmly await the possibility of England building 
up her Japanese Gibraltar? Or, lastly, is it that France is a 
complete convert to Exeter-hal_1, and does she intend to convert 
her sword tnw = phughohav ©, o to Ainentne + in some dinky 
matic medium? It must be confessed that the attitude or 
our ally in this matter is rather difficult of comprehension ; 
but let us hope that the British force is strong cnough to do 
all that is required without assistance from anyone, and thet 
the understanding amongst all the European Powers in Japan 
is clear and honest. 

The Japanese Ambassadors, it appears, took very kindly to 
French eating and drinking, and have taken back with them 
six Parisian cooks of great talent—regular Cordons Blew, as 
the phrase goes here—and a complete kitchen battery, as a 





educated and liberty-loving uation like Holland should levy 
such a heavy tax on this medium of intelligence, which it is 
evident isolates to a great extent the minds of the people, as 
their peculiar geographical position has isolated them from 
neighbouring nations.

SILK AND SILKWORMS’ EGGS. 

There has been much activity exhibited of late in France” 
respecting the supply of silk and of the eggs of the silkworm ; 
but, in spite of the considerable imports of both from China 
and elsewhere, it is evident that this important commerce does 
not progress to the extent desired. The Annales du Commerce, 
@ publication of authority, says, that certain French silk culti- 
vators had the intention of going to Independent Tartary for 
silkworms’ eggs at the commencement of the present year, bat 
were deterred by the warning of the Department of Commerce, 
which represented to them the dangers which Europeans ran 
in Bokhara, where even Russian subjects themselves are not 
always snfe. The parties in question were recommended in 
preference by the departmeut: to try Persia, and the following 
information has been published on the subject. Silkworms 





are bred in five provinces of Persia—Meshed, Yezd, Cachan, the 
Masenderan, and the Ghilan. The quality of the silk is very 
unequal; that of the Ghilan is the best: next comes that of 
Meshed and Yead, while that of Cachan and of the Mazgnderan 
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‘again is very inferior. The Persian silkworms are said to be 
managed in the simplest possible manner, and the inference is 
that they are far more hardy than those bred in tho South of 
France. The silk produced in Ghilan is said to amount to 
about 450,000 Ibs. per annum, and that of Yezd to about 
50,000 lbs, The produce of the other districts is doubtfult 
The yield in the Ghilan is increasing every year, and is expected 
to become very important indeed. One Swiss and three or 
four Greek houses are said to have made a great deal of money 
out of their commerce with that quarter. The Annales du 
Commerce says that the trade in silkworms’ eggs is yet but little 
developed, aud it is difficult to account for the neglect into 
which it has fallen, in spite of many successful experiments 
that have been made, Many private merchants have started 
from Constantinople to proceed to Persia, and purchase silk- 
worms’ eggs, but on arriving at Tiflis they have generally met 
with so much discouragement that they have given up the pro- 
ject and returned home. The idea in France is, that it was not 
the fear of avy danger to themselves that turned them back, 
but the tricks of certain speculators, who were unvilling to see 
rivals in the market. : 

From all this it appears that silk and silkworms’ eggs are much 
wanted in France, and that the efforts of the last few years to 
increase the supply have not been very successful. It is true 
that the transport of the eggs is beset with certain diffcul- 
ties ; scientific knowledge must be brought to bear upon the 
packing of the seed or eggs, and on protecting them from the 
effects of changes in temperature: but none of these affect the 
import of the silk itself. Perhaps the mercantile community 
of England will find a way out of all these difficulties ; it is a 
great pity that the looms of Lyons and other places should ask 
for the raw material of their manufacture in vain. 


COCHIN-CHINA.

“ Private letters from Saigon to the 30th June announce a 
fact of great importance. Commandant Aubaret, the French 
Consul at Bangkok, left on the 15th of that month for Hué, 
charged to carry out with the Emperor Tu-Duc the arrange- 
ments determincd on when he left Paris ; but a vessel sent to 
sea after him with his recall revoked his mission.

Literature. 
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Life in Java, with Sketches of the Javanese; by Wrutax 
Barrincton p’'Atmema. ‘Iwo Vols. London: Hurst and 
Blackett.—In his Preface the author complains that previous 
writers have failed in communicating any adequate idea either 
of the appearance of the island of Java or of the life of its 
inhabitants. This deficiency hehas endeavoured to supply ; 
and if the void is not perfectly filled up, he has at least pro- 
duced a work of very great interest, replete with descriptions 
of scenery, interviews with the native princes, curious notices 
of the superstitions of the Javanese, and embracing also mavy 
of their legendary and traditional histories. The volumes 
begin with “ The traveller's arrival at Batavia from Singapore,” 
and the first two chapters are devoted to the hospitality he met 
with there, which enables him to lay before us a graphic 
picture of “Dutch life in the East,” with its alternations 
of lounging, smoking, slecping and driving. Thence he 
steams along the coast to Samarang and Sourabaya, re- 
turning overland through the very centre of the island, 
traversing nearly its entire length, up to Buitenzorg, Apart 
from such accidents as naturallyoccur in a journey through 
& country where the roads are not macadamized to a mail-coach 
nicety, the postal arrangements in Java are so good that the 
excursion has of itself no incidents by flood or field that deeply 
arouse our interest. Mrs. d’Almeida acoompanied her husband 





throughout, sharing what mishaps there were, and the occa- 
sional uncertainty of a dinner or bed, with excellent spirit and 
good humour. Strange to say, cousidering the route contem- 
plated, the author informs us that he was ignorant of the 
Dutch language—a point, however, not of so much importance, 
as he spoke Malay readily, and the rulers of Java, with charac- 
teristic caution, are, it seems, very shy of teaching their subjects 
the language they themselves use. In his own case a 
knowledge of French sufficed to carry him on, Without 
some proficiency in that language, he says, travelling 
in Java would be very difficult, as few Dutch gentle- 
men in the interior understand English, though the 
greater number speak French fluently, The Dutch 
authorities appear, and with good reason, to have entertained 
no jealousy of introducing Mr. d’Almeida to the various native 
Regents, who are for the most part descendants of the old 
Javanese Royal houses. One point which strikes the reader 
as very singular is, that at these interviews some of the female 
portions of the Regent’s or Prince's family generally formed 
part of the company—a practice utterly opposed to our notions 
of Mahometan and Oriental ideas of propriety. We know so 
little of the way in which His Netherlands Majesty deals with 
the once powerful suvereigns of his vast Indian possessions that 
we cannot extract anything from these volumes of greater 
novelty than a sketch of their yeneral position as portrayed 
in that of 
THE PRESENT EMPEROR OF JAVA. 

‘The Susuhunan, whose person is held sacred by his subjects, dwells in 
the Kraton, which I subsequently visited. The Dutch give him the title 
of Kaiser, and to Englishmen in the East he is known as the Emperor of 
Java. In fact, both he and his neighbour are spoken of as independent 
Princes ; but all who visit the Vorsten Landen must know well that the 
movements of these two Sovereigns are as rigorously guarded as those of 
the dissolute ex-King of Oude at Calcutta, ‘The only real independence 
they now possess is in the management of their own affairs of state, and 
the power of letting the lands under their dominion to Europeans or 
Chinamen for cultivation, without enforcing the third of the produce from. 
them, ‘The Susubunan and the Princes who hold landed property hare 
cavalry and infantry oftheir own—a kind of landwebr or militia, subject 
to regulation, discipline, and equipment like that of the Dutch army; 
each regiment having besides those officers appointed by the Princes 
themselves a Dutch major, captain, and ensign, So far as we could see 
and leara, these native sovereigns are perfectly content with their position. 
The titles, rank, and orders which from time to time the King of: 
Holland confers upon them are regarded as marks of honour, which they 
receive with gratification. They are, however, given to pety 
jealousies and rivalries among themselves, and probably, if left to 
their own guidance might prove the truth of the saying that “he may take 
who has the power, and he miy keep whocan.” . . . Simple and 
inexperienced as are the habits of the old Susubunan, his exchequer has 
been so low of late that he has been constrained in faany. instances to 
borrow. In fact, matters had arrived at such a pitch before I left, that the 
tradespeople would neither sell nor give credit for anything demanded by 
the members of the Imperial court without a written order from the Re- 
sident. The Susuhunsn generally drives through the Kraton once or 
twice every day in a shabby yellow car, the shape of a boat, with poles at 
the four corners supporting ’a leathern canopy. His ministers, and not 
unfrequently his daughters and grandchildren, accompany him, apparently 
more content in this simple turn-out than in his grand state-carri 
phetons, or broughams, of which he has no less than one hundred and fifty. 
He is so much a state prisoner that he cannot drive beyond the Kraton 
without acquainting the Resident with his intention, and reporting on bis 
return the places he bas been to. 


A little further on we are treated to a striking anecdote that 

impresses one with a wonderful idea of 
THE ASTUTE POLICY OF THE DUTCH. 

Between the seventh station and Djokdja we passed Gavan, the country 
retreat of the Sultan, which, until six years ago, was the annual place of 
interview between him and his elder brother the Susuhunan. They came 
in great pomp and state, and, following an old-established custom, the 
younger Sovereign sat on the ground, and after a short preliminary cere- 
monial had been gone through, approached the throne without his sandals, 
knelt, and paid homage or “hormaht” to the object of adoration, As 
these interviews drew a large number of people together, the Dutch 
thought it expedient to discontinue them ; but in order to reconcile the 
Sulian to this, they represented to him that so long as a prince ren 
homage to another, neither he nor his subjects could be considered by 
Europeans truly independent. On the next occasion the .ceremony 
was discontinued. On the day appointed the Susuhunan was 





















d to find the Sultan, contrary to all precedent, dressed in military 
uniform, and seated on a chair next to his throne, from which he neither 
seemed inclined to move, nor indicated the slightest intention of repeatis 
what he now regarded as most humiliating to one of his dignity. Aihoogt 
the superior Prince at first felt insulted before the eyes of his people, 
soon wisely reconciled himself to the necessary change, and entered into 
conversation with those near him as if nothing to trouble him had occurred, 
The ineodly meetings of the two Sovereigns, what had been looked for- 
ward to each year by the subjects as a day of rejoicing and pleasure, were 
thus brought to an end. 


Mr. d’Almeida must have a penchant for visiting volcanoes, 
for his narrative contains accounts of a series of ascents em- 
bracing almost every one throughout the whole mountain raege 
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of central Java. His introductions: to the native princes put 
him in the way of seeing and even obtaining things that were 
rare to the Javanese themselves ; so that at Bandong the whole 
population, chiefs and all, surrounded his carriage to see the 
two white turtles obtained from a tank in a deserted kraton of 
one of the old Sultans, where alone they are to be found, and 
are held in great veneration. Our traveller misses, too, no op- 
portunity of inspecting the wondrous ruins of tho shrines and 
images of the Buddhist faith with which the interior abounds, 
In connection with such an excursion he drops a hint which 
may come serviceably to the knowledge of those residents at 
St. Helena who have been literally eaten out of house avd home 
by the pest mentioned. On his way to the Temple of 
Solomanglain, he says :— 

Our path now lay between wild trees and shrubs. One of these, the 
Sarah, has a berry from which the natives extract a mynha or oil. This 
oil is used mediciually, and is also rubbed over the woodwork of houses, 
for the purpose of protecting it from the destructive White Ants, to which 
its strong scent @ powerful resistant. 

‘We must dismiss the volumes with our hearty praise for 
the simple unadorned style in which Mr. d’Almeida tells us the 
strange scenes and stories he saw and heard. The book possesses 
all the charm of light pleasant reading, combined with an 
amount of novel information such as we seldom find in unison. 








Mémoires sur La Chine: Histoire ; par le Comte D'Escayrac 
DE Lavrore. Paris: Librairie du Magasin Pittoresque.—In 
April last we noticed the first section of this deeply interesting 
work, which, it will be remembered, was intended as an intro. 
duction to the entire volume. By a graphic description of the 
campaign of Peking, and of the author's own adventures when 
treacherously taken prisoner by the Chinese, the reader learnt 
that the pages before him were the production of a man who 
had himself visited the distant countries treated of, and had 
qualified himself for his travels by a long and severe study 
of their language and literature. In the former Brochure the 
Count de Lauture’s opinions on the future of China, and on 
the policy of Frauce in reference thereto, were clearly and con- 
vincingly stated, under the title of “The Chinese Question ;” 
and they po-sessed a piquancy and truth that could not but 
engage the public favour and attention for the subsequent in- 
stalments of the “ Mémoires.” This second portion is dedicated 
to “History,” and the manner in which the Count treats his 
theme will be scen by the titles of the various chapters, 
which are as follows:—Preliminary Notice; Historical Elo- 
ments; Chrouology; Aucient Period; Middle; Modern; Ancient 
Monies ; History of the Soil. As to the way in which the 
author has acquitted himself of the task he undertook, we neea 
only say that ho has thoroughly carried out the spirit that 
dictated the concluding lines of his Preliminary Noticeo— 

I shall not enter into endless details that may be found elsewhere, and 
which present little interest. History is not a catalogue; the further it 
advances the more it gets rid of useless baggage. No man would now 
care to know who was the nurse of Hecuba. Even the history of the 
Romans, according to the profound thinking of Mommsen, becomes almost 
impersonal. Let us look behind the Royal trappings in which Time loves 
to mufile himself for the life of the peoples and the law of that life: the 
only true and only useful history—that alone worthy of our meditation, 
which is a portion of philosophy and the hand-light of policy. 

Count de Lauture is no believer in the long series of 
civilisation and settled government so often claimed for the 
Chinese. “It seems to me,” he says, “that the most ancient 
States of which wo have any knowledge were founded about 
twenty-five centuries before our era, and that whatever 
may be the antiquity of man, civilisation does not reckon 
more than forty-five centuries at this very day. There is no- 
thing to induce the belief that the Chinese monarchy counts 
more days than thoso of Chaldwa or Egypt. If, indeed, we 
take for demonstrated the alleged absence of the astronomical 
proofs so long alleged, we shall be brought to regard the foun- 
dation of the Chinese State as posterior to that of the two 
others.” China, in fact, like every other country, has its pre- 
historic period, and the error or humbug has been in receiv- 
ing or bousting as authentic a long list of monarchs, who rest 
on no better foundation than the descent of King Lud from 
Brutus of Troy, or that of Francis I, from Priam, Count de 
Lauture isa scholar, a philosopher, and a satirist, as the fol- 
lowing pithy observations will show :— 

Half of the histories current in the world are no truer; only, eriticism 
has not yet passed sentence on them. Our own days have beheld the 
History of Egypt by Ouranios spring up cot of long ablivion, and the 
learned world was near giving credit to that pretended monument of the 
past. It may be that the books found in China were, like that, but 

and a-halfold when discovered. Under the head of hypothesis 
forthe range istaken. Priam is left behind. We have done with the 
Trojans—our business is withthe Aryans. We know where they lived, 











how they were divided; and their route to India and to Europe is traced 
step by step, after a much clearer fashion than the itinerary of pious 
Beas, or that of wiee Ulysses in search of the Isle ofthe Blessed. And 
thus does science amuse herself, knowing that Voltaire is dead, 

The truth is, says our author, the most ancieat document as 
to Chinese history is a book entitled “Shoo-king,” written or 
compiled by Confucius, which book is nearly contemporaneous 
with Herodotus, four centuries younger than the Iliad, and ten 
centuries younger than the Bible. When this work is found 
treating of events fifteen centuries prior to its date, little reli- 
ance can be placed on it, for the Chinese historians relate that 
three centuries before our era all the sacred books were de- 
stroyed, so that not even one single copy remained entire ; that 
one alone, more or less defective, was discovered hidden ina 
wall, aud was rendered complete from the recullection of an 
old man ¥ho knew the book by heart. 

We must not dismiss this portion of the “Mémoires sur 
La Chine” without noting that it is illustrated by numerous 
engraved chronological scales, which enable the reader to com- 
pare the Chinese era of each dynasty with that of Europe; and 
also by a number of small “maps, showing the extent of the 
empire and the provinces into which it was divided at every 
important epoch in its history. ‘There are also engravings of 
the coinage of certain of the Emperors, a fac-simile of Mantehoo 
life after a Chinese picture, and a remarkable portrait of the 
celebrated Emperor Kang-shi (died a.p. 1723), whose hand- 
some, open, and intelligent physiognomy, observes M. de Lau- 
ture, in no degree recalls the ridiculous assemblage of features 
designated as the Tartar type. Altogether, the author must 
be congratulated on the way in which he has completed this 
second portion of his labours, and the public will have, we are 
certain, reason to rejoice, at the termination of the whole, in 
the possession of a volume full of the instructive and the 
curious, as distinguished from the odd and the extravagant, 
sufficiently minute in every detail, and yet avoiding even the 
uspicion of tediousness. 





OUR TRADE WITH JAPAN. 

The following is the report of Mr. Consul Winchester from 
Yokohama for the year 1863 :— 

In (862 there was an increase of 35 ships, of 15,609 tons, and in 1863 
an increase of 48 ships, of 17,746 tons. 

There was an increase under the American flag of-— Entries, 5 ships, 
and 3,341 tons; of clearances, 9 ships, of 4,256 tons in 1843 over 1 

The Dutch entries give the same number of vessels, and an increase 
of 162 tons for 1863, ‘The clearances show an increase of 6 vessels, and 
1,482 tons. 

;, The French entries and clearances in 1863 are augmented by 8 ships, 
361.199 tone 

The Prussian shipping was representoa in touz vr s mr. men sone 
the tresty commerce of tbat Porter baviog only commenced on the Ist 
January, 1863. 

‘The Russian flag is the only one which gives a decrease for 1868, viz., 
1 vessel of 260 tons. ; i 

‘The principal feature of interest in the shipping is the increase in the 
direct British trade, represented in 1863 by 6 entries and 15 clearances, 
against 2 entries and 6 clearances in 1862. This increase has been the 
result of the rapid growth of the cotton trade. and will continue #0 long 
as the inducements to export that important staple exist as at present. 
This advance can hardly, therefore, be expected to be permanent. 

The imports, valued at §1,595,170, give England four-fifths of the whole, 
and exports in fully the same proportion. . 

‘The total value of the trade in gouds reaches the very considerable 
figure of 13,449,649. The following statement marks the balance of 
trade between Japan and foreign countries : —

The coincidence of the early months of 1863, with the terminal half 
of the largest commercial season ever known in Japan has most 
ceptibly contributed to leave the year much in advance of those which 
precededit. In spite of the falling off witnessed in the later months, the 
figures show on every item—shipping, exports, and imports—a notable 
increase. 

‘That this should have been the case during a period in which ae 






was convuleed by political disturbances, and the very existence of fore! 
commerce was keenly disputed between the principal parties who rule th 
country, is in itself a fact calculated toexcite both astonishment and satis- 
faction, The crisis through which we have passed, including the menace 
of foreign, and the actual occurrence of civil war, would in many 
countries have sufficed to check trade altogether for the time. Here, 
however, we have found, as in China, though under different conditions, 
that hostilities or strife existing in one district do not immediately affect 
relations of commerce with the rest of the country. 
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: It could not be doubted by any one who during last sumanet contem- 
plated the scene around him, iga commerce hed struck 

‘and was acquiring influence, when, from day to day, 
recy must have appeared to the Japaneses almost menace—of 
‘an attack from the most powerful squadron ever seen in these seas, he 
witnessed advantage taken of every pause hurriedly to conclude large and 
important transactions. So considerable was the number and importance 
of these, up to the end of July, as to lead to the conclusion that the 


agents of the Princes, entrusted with the sale of the luce of their 
districts, took a keen advantage of the pressure we were bringing to bear 
on the Tycoon’s party, to bring forward large stocks for sale under ar- 


ments far more liberal than those usually enforced by the Govern- 
ment. Hence, when the pressure was removed, the determined efforts of 
the Government to prevent the conveyance of silk to Yokohama through 
any other channel than the established guilds at Yedo. It resolved !o 
make a stand to levy the old, or rather increased, rates on this and other 
valuable staples, conscious that if the authority to do so slipped through its 


fiagers, the principal source of its profits in the foreign trade was gone. 
Torefict this the artifice unual to Ju policy were called into play. 
‘The Princes of the non-silk-producing districts were in that 


the restrictions were imposed 'with a view to keep down the price of 
the Gbre from which the garments of the privileged classes are fabricated, 
while at thesame time they were encouraged to share in the exceptional 
profits disclosed by the sudden expansion in the export of cotton, an

The detention and tuming back of 
raw ai | landed at Yokohama from seaward, the demand from the Gorogio 
that Japanese should be prohibited from shipping in or taking pastages in 
foreign vessels, the almost instant effect of the statement in Colonel 
Neale despatch that there was nothing in the treaties prohibitive of direct 
comm'srcial relations with the Princes, the credibly reported storage at 
Osaca eof 15,000 packages of silk, 20 fine in quality that it cannot be 
worked profitably in the nat looms. But while I am of opinion that 
the influence the Tycoonate is at present exerted to restrict for its own 
profit the trade which the Daimios for theirs are anxious to enlarge, 
am desirous that it should not be syj that I am insensible 
to'the general value of the controlling influence exercised by the 
Tycoonate. Without it we could assuredly find the difficulties arising 
out of the suagotien of the individual feudal chiefs—if not insuperable,

Here, in the immediate neighbourhood of the Tycoon's military capital, 
we are not in the most favourable position for exercising the maximum

tral position, where commerce has acquired traditionary rights, the Go- 
veroment of the Tycoon would hesitate to infringe the rights of the 
Daimios to bring forward their produce. 
__ With all these discouragements, heightened by the general conservative 
imprenion which gives a colour to Japanese thought, even while it fuls 
to influence the acis of men of power and authority, namely, that, afier 
all, Japan was happier in its seclusion, as being less exposed to danger, 
the wonder is that the progress of trade has been eo great. An instruc- 
tive illustration of these comments will be found in 8 document published 
in’ the Japan Commercial News of the 9th inat., entitled “ Views and 
Opinions of Matzdaira Shirugaka,” the retired Prince of Etzizen, who 
has long been known to us as one of the most prudent and enlightened 
supporters of foreign intercourse in Japan. The occurrences of 
the past year, by the lesions which they must have taught, are 
likely to ‘favour the spread of such opinions. The increase of 
shipping is partly due to speculative causes connected with 
the sile of steam vessels to the Government and Princes, and 
ily to. the increased trade in an article so bulky as cotton. The fol- 
wing are the rates at which vessels have found employment:—Freights 
to London have varied from £4 to £7 sterling per ton according to the 
Sescriptos, of goods, the charges on cotton, tea, and silk, representing an 
ascending scale between these limits. ‘The freights to Hong Kong have 
varied from $6 to $9 per ton, and to Shanghai from $8 to $6. These are 
rates which must have afforded good remunerative employment to shipping 
in general. Before dismissing the subject of shipping it may be remarked 
that the port, from the anchorage being on the lee side of an extensive 
bay, during the greater part of the year docs not present the same fa 
-_ ties for the repair of shipping as Nagasaki, It is proposed to supply this 
defect by a floating dock, for which purpose a company is propored to be 
formed.” The Import Tables show a steady increase fa all articles, with 
the exception of metals, The taste for articles of foreign manufacture is 
no doubt gradually strengthening. The large export of cotton is not un- 
Vikely to be attended with an increase hereafter in the supply of cotton 
fabrics from Europe. On the whole, this side of the account, though not 
exhibited, or perhaps susceptible of the rapid advances made in exports, 
may be considered as satisfactory. ‘The steam vessels sold during the year 
may be fairly included among the imports, as also the very considerable 
sums which have been expended in the purchase of guns, firearms, and 
munitions of war, The ships bought have beea merchant steam vessels, 
two of them known in this quarter of the world as models for speed. 
None of them, however, can be considered as capable of effective adapta- 
tion to warlike purposes 3

Raw Strx.—The amount exported in 1963 exceeds that of the pre- 
vious year by 3,987 piculs, Had the trade in this article not been checked 
during the latter six months by the interference of Government, there can 
be little doubt but that the increase would have been much more con- 
siderable. The commercial season, which dates from July, 1863, shows 
a diminished export, up to this time, of nearly 3,000 bales, against the 
same dates of the previous season. The only remark made as to the new 
silk was that it bore signs of having been reeled off less carefully then in 
former years—a fact which was not without reason ascribed to the desire 
to hurry forward produce, consequent on the high prices it then com- 
man Some parcels of “ ora” bare been shipped under special per- 
mits from the Custom-house, in accordance with a promise given by the 
first European Embassy, but the prohibition against the shipment of co- 
coons still continues in force. It seems to be the general opinion that a 
very considerable portion of the raw silk supply (and the finest in quality) 
of the season, intended for the foreigner purchaser, still remains in store 
ready to be brought forward when the obstacles presented by the restrie- 
tive action of the Government are surmounted.

Cortow.—The most remarkable feature in the exports, however, is the 
sudden development of the trade in cotton, seh, for 4,616 picuts in 












1862, reached in the past year 46697 uch a fact is alone 
sufficient to prove that the Japanese are quite alive to the advaniages of 
foreiga trade. Up to the day on which I write, the export continues to 


increase, the first two months of the year 1964 exhibiting an export of at 
least 30,000 piculs. No dependence can, bowever, be placed on the 
permanence of trade in this article, stimulated as it bas been by the 
enormous value which the blockade of the Southern States has produced. 
Stil the rapidity with which so considerable a quantity of « staple largely 
used by the people for their own garments has been brought to market, {s 
in itself no mean proof of the wonderful fertility and resources of the 
country. Ihave no doubt an impulse has been given to cotton cultivation 
all over Japan, which will bear its fruit in future seasons, when the present 
inducements to export have ceased —in cheapening the dress of the poorer 
classes, and thus proving a permanent benefit to the country. 

Before closing this part of my subject it is satisfactory to state that at 
the commencement of the current Js year, some fruit, though ferdy 
appeared asthe reslt of the frat mimion to Europe in the reduction 
adultes on wines, glass ware, fancy articles, iron, &c., &c. The promise 
made by the envoys that the produce of the Daimios should come 
freely to market remains unfulfilled. Its accomplishment must be 
looked for rather as a result of the general strengthening of the com- 
mercial element than of any special engagement. The tariff is 90 
moderate, and administered with so much liberality, as to leave 
little to be desired in the way of change, so far as principle is con- 
cerned. I should be glad to see the duties on imports limited to the one rate 
of 5 per cent., as is the case with exports. At the same time, in the 
interests of our own trade, it should be admitted that the Japanese are 
entitled to the full amount of duty authorized by the tariff. 

The rate of exchange has been tolerably steady, considering the un- 
settled condition of political affairs, ranging from 4s. 10d. to 5s. 4d., 
and giving an average of about 5a for the sight value of the dollar 
orerthe whole year, On the subject of the Japanese currency, as affect- 
ing and affected by the foreign trade, the relative rate between ichibus 
and dollars has remaiced, at Yokohama, pretty closely at what I hare 
been led to believe is the natural level due to the preference, which, in 
acountry like Japan, a preferred currency will secure. The extreme 
limits have been $100, $290, $250 ; but the general average has been 
from $236 to $242. This I consider to be mainly due to the cir 
calation of native coin involved in the presence of the large foreign

During the year 1863 the number of residents was very consider- 
ably increased. Four or five additional firms have commenced business, 
numerous large and comfortable houses bave been built, and the locality” 
known as tha swamp is being rapidly covered with tenements of a 
humbler and less expensive character. An hospital was opened in April 
which bas been eminently useful both to naval and merchant shipping 
and to other classes of the community. This excellent institution was 
commenced as an experiment, under the superintendence of a Prussian 
colleague as chairman, aided hy Mr, E. Loureiro and Mr. Flowers, the 
Portuguese and British Vice-consuls, and has been almost self-supporting. 
‘The Japanese have with great liberality consented to find a lot for a per- 
manent building in the neighbourhood of the Dutch Consulate- General, 
a promise to which they bave doubtless bsen led by the kindness and 
attention shown to many Japanese who have received medical treatment in 
the establishment, Much of the success of the hospital is due to the skill 
and attention of the medical attendant, Mr. Jenkins, formerly the surgeon 
of our Legation. The year 1863 witnemed he opening of the British 
Episcopal Church, the first Protestant place of worship in this quarter of 
Japan. There has been  covsiderable increase in the number of per- 
manent residents, who now amount to be about 900 foreigners of all nations 
(soldiers not included). Of this number 140 are subjects of Her Majesty, 
about 80 Americans, 40 Dutch, and the rest Prussians, French, Por- 
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tuguese, and Swiss. There are about thirty-two commercial firms of the 
higher class, divided as follows :—

There are five large store.keepers, and two provisioning establishments, 
and, I regret to say, too many spirit shops and taverns. increase in 


the population of Yokohama must have been very considerable during 
the past year, which bas been one of all but uninterrupted building. 
‘These works have attracted numerous artizans belonging to the trades 
connected with building. The presence of a large squadron afloat, 
manned by 2,000 men, and of the numerous French and Boglch guards, 
‘arying in strength from 900 to 200 men, have led to a most eppreciable 
and marked rise in the cost of living. From being one of the cheapo 
places in the East, it Las become only second to ‘Stanghai in expensive. 
f cattle attainable in a country not pastoral is becom- 
ing exhausted, ‘Ine animals are procurable only at rates increasing every 
month, and are lean and iNl- Poultry and e have, under the 
increased demand, doubled in price. Oil, sugar, fee, and ‘other articles 
have been influenced by the usual relations of a brisk demand and 
limited supply. ‘This scarcity is, let us hope, not permanent, as the 
Prices obtained are likely to stimulate both breeding an production. 

‘The extension of the settlement has been accompanied by some of the 
disputes and difficulties incidental to sudden increase in centres of popu- 
lation not effectively met by police arrangements. I have throughout 
been anxious to encourage the residents to take the lead in such matters, 
being conscious that the necessity for such steps must be first recognized 
by. the community, before any useful action can be initiated from 
ve. This stage hasat last reached, and a committee has been 
formed to intend the disbursement of a voluntary assesment, I 
hope this body may prove the germ of an effective muvicipal council.

for 1863 :— 7 
Sutrrine AnD NavicaTion.—To insure the safety of foreign shipping, 
when entering and leaving this bay, it is most essential that a survey of 
the harbour of Hakodate should be made, which, up to the present time, 
does not exist, and the buoys correctly d_ upon the two or three 
us banks, which are the cause of frequent rs, owing to the 
locality being imperfectly known to master mariners, as well as the current 
setting a ship very often right on to them. The formation of the land at 
the entrance of the harbour is well adopted for a lighthouse, which is also 
most necessary, could the Japanese Government be induced to erect one, 
materials for which they already possess, having received them some short 
time past from the Russian Goveroment. During the greater part of the 
year tbe arrivals of foreign ships at this port are but few, attributed to the 
inelemency of the climate, the violence of the winds, the thickness of the 
weather, and the force of the currents, It is with a view of obviating these 
img ents that I have to bring to your favourable consideration the 
expediency of opening another port on the west coast of the island of 
Niphon, in order that vessels may avoid passing through the dangerous 
Straits of Tsugar. There is a Government dockyard at this port, but no 
operations are carried on except in repels two amall schooners, but 
certainly nothing that can come under the category ofshipbuilding. 
‘Tape ano Commence.—The principal exports are seaweed, timber, 
potatoes, tobacco, awabe, deerskin, deers’ horns, fish oil, and, occesionally, 
a few bales of silk. Copper, of which there must be an abundance, is a 
monopoly of the Government, and no native merchant is permitted to 
tell Re. The quality is remarkably fine, bat the price placed upon it by 
Gor 


mment, viz. 48 dollare cul, renders it impossible for the 
foreign merchant to invest, inasmiuck as the beat English copper could be 
brought to this port for 28 dollars per pieul, and then leave a very hand- 
some profit. 

The aforesaid articles are, for the most part, adapted only for the China 
markets, with the exception, perhaps, of a little tobacco and oil, which 
bave been exported to Europe. Silk and tea would be brought to this 
port from the Island of Niphon, but the passage across to Yeseo is too 
dany for junks to attempt, and the duty imposed by the Government 
for its importation to Hakodate renders it unprofitable for the buyer as 
well as the seller ; the result of which is the grower will not risk bis pro-

occurred in which silk, from the Princes of Nambu and Shendai, destined 
fr that pore was stopped on:the road, and has now been for sale 
here provided the foreigner will send his own vessel to Niphon to take 
delivery of the same. Again, another reason why I mould respectfully 
request you to bring the question to the notice of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment—viz., the ex; cy of opening another port on the west coast of 
the Island of Niphon. I am further led to believe the commercial rela. 
tions of this port, blended with the political incidents and scenes of 
outage during the past year throughout Japan, have tended to 
engender a feeling of discouragement respecting the supposed 
want of success which has attended the trade carried on here 
by foreigners. The monopolies encouraged by the Government, 
and carried out, certainly, to some extent, by the Custom-house 
officials, have doubtless favoured these impressions. I have deemed 
it, therefore, very desirable to arrive at a positive knowledge of the exact 
position of British and foreign trade in general at rt during the 
past And with this view I issued a circular calling for the ex- 
pression of opinion on the part of British merchants established here in 
respect to the actual condition of trade. This circular, of which a copy 
is also inclosed, has been responded to by letters from two out of the 
three British resident merchants. I have the honour to call your at- 
tention to the considerable diminution in the imports, which are quite 
tesgnidcant. ‘There isa small increase in the exports over the corres- 
ponding return of the year 1862. 

‘The general character of complaints set forth in the merchants’ letters 
relate to currency, credit, non-| Isiment of contracts, and the interference 
ofthe Custom-house with the free action of trade. The internal trade of 
the island of Yess, however, is not very extensive, and a variety of regu- 
lations are in force, the object of which is to protect and encourage home 
industry. The prices of goods are not enhanced by imports of any kin 
and communication between the great markets and all parts of the empire 
by numerous coasting vewels. Accounts are also published, from time 
to time, of the general state of trade a iculture, and of the prices 
current for the chief articles of traffic at the trading towns of Yedo, 
Misco, | Osacs, *Simonosaki, Sanga, Kokoura, Nagasaki, Tosa, and 

fatsmai. 

An edict, published in 1637, and still in force, makes it a capical 
offence for the natives of Yesso to travel into other countries, and their 
seamen, even when accidentally cast on foreign shores, are, on their re- 
turn, subjected to a rigorous examination, and sometimes tedious im- 
prisonment, to purify them from the st pollution contracted abroad ; 
‘and I have reason to believe that this law does not confine iteel! to Yesso 
only, but plies to the whole of Japan. The laws of Hakodadi are 
severe, vindictive, and eanguinary. Fines are seldom imposed; banish- 
ment to the mines, imprisonment, torture, death by decapitation, poison, 
and iropaling on across, are the ordinary penalties of crime, the shades of 
which are little distinguished. It frequently happens, also, that the 
Courts visit with punishment not only the delinquents themselves, but 
their relatives and di denis, and even strangers who have accidentally 
been spectators of their crimes. The prisons are gloomy and horrid 
abodes, containing places for torture and pri executions, besides nu- 
merous cells for solitary confinement. is extremely strict for 
the maintenance of order, the punishment of delinquents, and the regis- 
tration of births, deaths, and marriages.

Some 
other facts have lately come under my notice which convinced me 
that many of the reports about the generality. of Daimios being 
inveterately opposed to foreigners are erroneous, and are set on foot by 
the Government for the express purpose of preventing any possible in- 
tercourve with them, and guarding the more jealously the monopoly of 
foreign tr.de which the Tycoon enjoys, to the detriment of these inde- 
peodent Princes, who are inost anxious to have a share in it, and which 
would be immeasurably increased were it thrown open to all alike. 
‘The agent of one of these Princes came, not many months ago, to 
Hakodadi, and stated that his master was anxious to trade with foreigners, 
but did not know how he could manage to communicate with them, as, if 
the Goverament officials were to know anything about it, he would get 
into trouble—notwithstanding an officer himself of high rank, with con 
siderable powers from his Prince who sent him; he was, therefore, at 
last compelled to leave Hakodadi without having fulfilled bis mission. 
These instances are, of themselves, sufficient to show how extremel 
jealous the Tycoon Government is of foreigners coming in contact wit 
‘any of the independent princes, and their only motive can be to keep for 
thelr own benedt the monopoly they at. present enjoy. Ido not feel at 
liberty to mention the names of any of those from whom I have learnt 
these facts, as by s0 doing I might cause trouble to them; but were it 
necessary, I might go on enumerating many more instances where the 
interference of the Government is prejudicial to the natural development 
of trade, I might alse touch upon many other points not only to prove 
the continual interference of Government with trade, but also to show that 
they are ever ready with some plausible excuse to evade carrying out their 
the agreement, whilst foreigners are obliged to carry out theirs to 
the letter, which quite proves that their system is a bad one, and one which 
ean never benefit commerce.

Geutlemen,—I have the honour to communicate with you, as members 
of the British mercantile community establisbed at this port, for the 
of eliciting the expression of your views in writing, respecting the workingsof 
foreign trade at present conducted under the surveillance of the Japanese 
Government, and especially under that of the Custom-house authorities.

It is not #0 essential to seekinfurmation 
respecting the extent or growth of the commercial operations, as this is 
derivable from the ship's manifests; but I am anxious to be exactly and 
correctly informed as to whether any other port on the west coast of Japan 
could be advantageously ope: nd the naine of the same; also as to 
the real obstructions and restrictions, or other measures directly detri- 
meatal. to the permanent interests of commerce to which merchants arg 
now subisatedrack; ur dimcuites removed, during the last twelve months, 
and what direct or indirect obstructions, if any, have been additioually 
imposed during te same period, ‘Such observations as 
Necessary to make upon these points will, for obvious ri “ 
practically useful to "ove, okie Sealing with thee in pect ipo 
are enabled to accompany your slatements with facts which eannot fairly 
be questioned by the local authorities, although proof may be difficult of 
sttainment.—I have, &e., (Signed) _F.

The replies of Messrs. Porter, Denis, and Gaertner furnish the in- 
formation requested.

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OUR IMPORTS. 

‘The Commissioners of Customs inform us that the imports of the year 
1868 exhibit a certain feature which is entirely without precedent. 
Taking the principal articles imported —fourteen in namber—they observe 
that clevan of these were imported in quantities greater than were received 
in the year preceding. Again, if we look not to the gross im but 
to the imports destined exclusively for home consumption, we learn that 
in eight of the principal articles-a rise bas been established, while in three 
only is therea fall. But, if these are remarkable facts as thus stated, 
they will beeome still more remarkable when stated otherwise, for the 
exceptions ia reality are scarcely exceptions at all, and increase bas been 
the rule throughout, Consumption and demand were actually greater in 
the case of almost every article, only it happened that in the case of com 
and flour we produced such large quantities at home that we were less in 
need of contributions from abroad. 

‘The “ principal articles” purchased by Great Britain from foreign States 
may be classed under two \—raw materials for manufacturing pur- 

and provisions in aid of our own supplies. Some of these materials 
and some of these provisions are exotics, and could not be produced at 
home, such as cotton and tea; othors, such as timber and corn, arrive in 
addition to our native produce. As enumerated by the Commissioners 
these articles stand as follows: — Cotton, coffee, hemp, provisions, spirits, 
sugar, tea, tovacco, wine, and wool. In all these the imports have 
been on an. increased scale. That cotton should have arrived in larger 
quantities last year is but natural, considering the prices which were offered 
and the exertions which were made (o procure suppliesérom all quarters of 
the globe. The actual result was 2 supply equivalent, as far as bulk went, 
to about six-sevenths of the old supply from America, but cousiderably in- 
ferior in quality. With this demand, too, we may connect the arrivals of 
hamp-——on item in which jute is ineluded.—and of wool; but it ie rather 
curious that dax and silk, which might have been expected to obey the 
same conditions, were in less request. It is true cnough that as thecotton 
supply increased and the trade revived there would be less pressure on its 
titutes, and less need, for instanoe, of silk and flax than there was at 
fire, But by thia.rule the imports of hemp and wool should also have 
fallen off, whereas the contrary was the ease, and perhaps, therefore, the 
conjecture of the Commissioners that the very large receipts of flax and 
silk in 1862 had glutted the markets may be accepted as probable. 

In the imports designed for use at home, eight important articles have 
been taken in larger quantities, and three only in smaller—these excep- 
tions themselves admitting of easy explanation, as we sball presently see.

‘Ssn,—The acclimatisation in tro countries of English trees and 
plants has hitherto been delayed, if not prevented, by the difficulty of 
sending those ptante and trecs ia such a manner as to secure their vitality 
and yet prevent their growing in the course of the long voyage they hare 


The question of safe ion is a question’of packing. The 
‘means generally resorted to for sending plants to and tonne ee is the 
Wardean case, which may answer well for valuable plants of small growth, 
but being constructed partly of glass, since the Plants require light, it can- 
Rot be carried in the-hold of a steamer, but must be on the deck, 
where it is in the way, and where, in spite of the geeatest preeautions, it is, 
liable to breakage. Captains ently object to Wardean cases, and, 
if taken at all, a high rate of freight is Gxed, 

In cave of » the cost of the case, the plants and the freight, aro 
lost, and also, for that season at least, the opportunity. 

,, Bowe time since, I designed a wooden case of peculiar construction, 
lined with zinc and felt, to ensure an equal temperature sufficiently high 
to maintain the vitality of the trees, and low enough to keep them from 
growing.
